Racist, Homophobic 

Remarks Lead to Cole's 
Ouster From S.J. Council

Notoriously anti-gay, anti- 
Hispanic, and anti-Asian San 
Jose City Councilwoman 
Kathy Cole was recalled from 
office on Tuesday, April 12. 

Cole — a religious funda¬ 
mentalist who publicly de¬ 
nounced the lesbian and gay 
community as a “special inter¬ 
est group” and has also pub¬ 
licly called Hispanics “pit¬ 
bulls” and made racist facial 
gestures when referring to 
Asians — lost her bid to re¬ 
main a member of the San 
Jose City Council by a 59 to 
41 percent voter margin. 

Cole, 47, had been cen¬ 
sured by the San Jose City 
Council for racist statements 
for which she was later forced 
to apologize. Cole is African- 
American, as is the Superior 


Court Judge who exposed her 
comments, Ladoris Cordell. 

The Evergreen Residents 
To Remove (Recall) Cole, a 
coalition of diverse groups in¬ 
cluding lesbian and gay ac¬ 
tivists, raised an estimated 
$54,000 to recall Cole from 
the seat to which she was 
elected in the 29th precinct 
Evergreen District. 

Cole is the first person to 
be recalled in the history of 
San Jose. She was supported 
in her campaign by statewide 
real estate development and 
construction interests. 

Cole’s popularity, already 
low with voters who believed 
the controversy had rendered 
her ineffective, was not 
helped by reports that she 
had accepted over $3,000 in il¬ 
legal contributions, primarily 
from developers. T 


Jordan's Busy Week: 

Three Gay-Positive Resolutions

Mayor Frank Jordan 
signed three resolutions sent 
to him by the board of super¬ 
visors last week, all support¬ 
ing the cause of gay civil 
rights. 

The first resolution puts 
Jordan on record as support¬ 
ing domestic partners regis¬ 
tration that would allow state 
workers to register their rela¬ 
tionships as domestic partner¬ 
ships, so they may be eligible 
to provide healthcare benefits 
for their partners. 

“San Francisco has led the 
way with domestic partners 


registration and it is time that 
California catches up,” Jordan 
said in a press statement 
about the resolution endors¬ 
ing AB 2810, a measure by 
Assemblymember Richard 
Katz. 

Jordan also signed a resolu¬ 
tion asking the Chief of Po¬ 
lice to give fair consideration 
to placing the name of late 
police officer Tom Cady on 
the Department’s Hall of Jus¬ 
tice Wall of Honor. 

Cady, a gay officer, died of 
AIDS earlier this year. 

Several years before Cady 
died, an administrative law 
judge ruled that he was eligi¬ 


ble for full disability retire¬ 
ment benefits from the city 
because he contracted HIV on 
the job while he was subdu¬ 
ing a bleeding suspect with 
AIDS. 

Ribera said no 

Chief of Police Anthony 
Ribera rejected Cady as a can¬ 
didate for the Hall of Justice 
commemoration, saying it 
was reserved for officers 
killed in action in the line of 
duty, not those who contract¬ 
ed employment-related ill¬ 
nesses and later died of them. 

“Chief Ribera hadn’t 
changed his mind, but he’s 


appointed a committee to 
give fair consideration to the 
issue,” SFPD Public Affairs 
Officer Dave Ambrose told 
the Bay Area Reporter. 

Deputy Chief Fred Lau 
will chair the panel and make 
policy recommendations, Am¬ 
brose said. 

The Board resolution calls 
for “fair consideration” of 
placing Cady’s name on the 
Wall of Honor. 

The third resolution Jor¬ 
dan signed was a resolution 
endorsing the Stonewall 25 
Celebration set for June in 
New York City. 

“In the continuing struggle

for equal rights for gay and 
lesbian people, it is important 
to reflect, celebrate, and rein¬ 
vigorate the movement,” Jor¬ 
dan said.T 


The GOP Met in Texas and 

All We Got Was This Lousy Quarantine 

GALVESTON, TEXAS — A vote by the Galveston County 
Republican Party calling for the quarantine of HIV-positive hu¬ 
man beings has touched off a firestorm of criticism. 

Sandi Simon, interim director of the AIDS Coalition of 
Coastal Texas, called the resolution “a throwback to the Nazi 
mentality. It is a step back for mankind even to consider it.” 
AIDS Equity League director Lane Lewis of Houston said the 
vote was “ludicrous.” 

But party members said there was little debate on the res¬ 
olution, which won approval by about 300 people at the Galve¬ 
ston County GOP convention last month. 

The resolution read, “We support quarantine of HIV carri¬ 
ers until a cure is found so that our general population may be 
protected from the spread of the dread disease.” No mention 
was made of the considerable costs involved in widespread 
HIV antibody testing, or of the even greater costs of housing 
people with HIV. 

State Republican Party Chairman Fred Meyer was unavail¬ 
able for comment Saturday. A spokesman at the state GOP 
headquarters in Austin said that the resolution and hundreds 
of others passed in local conventions will be screened by a pan¬ 
el before the Texas GOP Convention in Fort Worth June 10- 
11 . ▼

Police Still Ask for 
Help in Wegner Murder

San Francisco police homi¬ 
cide inspectors are still seek¬ 
ing leads in the murder of 
Tom Wegner, 25, whose dis¬ 
membered body was found in 
several trash bags in an alley 
dumpster off Polk Street last 
month. 

Although police homicide 
inspectors have kept a tight 
lid on the details of Wegner’s 
grisly murder, they believe 
that he was killed the same 
day or the night before his re¬ 
mains were discovered on 
March 28 in a Myrtle Alley 
dumpster. 

“He was last seen Saturday 
night, March 26, in a metallic 
green 1992 Honda Accord 
with a clean-shaven blond 
white male between 35-40 
years of age who was wearing 
casual clothes and a polo style 
jacket,” Homicide Inspector 
Mike Johnson told the Bay 
Area Reporter. “They were 
seen driving along.” 

A well-known figure on 


Polk Street who was often 
86’d from several area bars, 
the homeless Wegner sur¬ 
vived as a hustler, selling sex 
for cash — or drugs. Police be¬ 
lieve the person driving the 
car may have been a paying 
customer. 

“We would like to know 
the license plate of that car,” 
Johnson said. 


Exercise caution and care 

“This is a really heinous 
and gruesome crime,” said 
Community United Against 
Violence Executive Director 
Lester Olmstead Rose. “We 
are very concerned. There is 
a sick and vicious person out 
there. People always need to 
exercise caution and care.” 
CUAV strongly recommends 
that anyone leaving a bar 
with a stranger notify a bar¬ 
tender or friend and point out 
the person with whom they 
are leaving, to reduce the like¬ 
lihood of violence. 


Supervisors respond 

“I intend to be sure that 
the Department will do every¬ 
thing that can be done to ap¬ 
prehend the person or people 
responsible for the murder of 
Thomas Wegner. This is just 
intolerable,” said Supervisor 
Susan Leal. 

“Tom Wegner’s death is a 
terrible and horrible tragedy,” 
said Supervisor Carole Mig- 
den. “He fell through the 
cracks. He needed help but 
the city failed him.” 

Police are expected to re¬ 
lease a composite drawing of 
the man they wish to ques¬ 
tion, but it was not available 
at press time.

SFPD: Ray ''Suspect"Isn't

The murder and dismem¬ 
berment of Tom Wegner [see 
story, page 1] is not the only 
homicide that’s sparking fear 
and feuling gossip in Polk 
Street bars and restaurants 
and doorways. The murder of 
Tony Ray, who was gunned 
down in broad daylight four 
days before Wegner’s body 
was found on March 28, has 
also resulted in a lot of talk, 
much of it rumor and misin¬ 
formation. 

For instance, police homi¬ 
cide inspectors tell the Bay 
Area Reporter that a report 
in a local gay newspaper last 
week that identified Ray’s 
killer — replete with a first 
name and physical descrip¬ 
tion — was incorrect. 

In fact, police had already 
questioned and eliminated the 
individual as a homicide sus¬ 
pect before the paper went to 
press. 

Homicide inspector Ed 
Erdelatz expressed surprise 
the paper had named the indi¬ 
vidual. 

“They said that? We 
haven’t charged him. We 
talked to this person and we 
basically eliminated him as a 
suspect,” Erdelatz told the 
B.A.R. 

The newspaper attributed 
the indentification of the in¬ 


dividual to unnamed news 
sources, but failed to substan¬ 
tiate the hearsay with police in¬ 
vestigators. 

How well-known? 

There is also a dispute 
about the description of Ray 
in an initial B.A.R. news re¬ 
port as a well-known street 
hustler, which led to two an¬ 
gry calls to the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. One caller objected to 
the characterization of his 
dead close friend in such a 
stereotypical manner. 

“Maybe Tony Reyes [sic] 
pulled tricks a few times to 
make ends meet like a lot of 
other guys on Polk Street, 
but he wasn’t a hustler, he 
was a human being,’’ the 
caller complained, “and you 
could have balanced the story 
by talking to the people who 
loved and knew him.” 

“If Tony Ray was a hus¬ 
tler, then I’m a hustler and I 
never pulled a trick in my 
life,” another caller told the 
Bay Area Reporter. 

When assured that descrip¬ 
tion came from someone with 
first-hand knowledge of Ray’s 
cash-for-sex transactions, he 
backed off — but only a little. 

“Well, I never said he 
didn’t hustle,” the caller said. 

Also, in the chase to get 
the basic first facts of the sto¬ 
ry reported, there was some 
confusion over the correct 


spelling of the victim’s sur¬ 
name. A good friend told the 
B.A.R. the name was Reyes, 
the Coroner’s office had it list¬ 
ed in their paperwork as Rey, 
and the homicide bureau said 
it was Ray. 

My brother, my lover 

And, further complicating 
the tragedy, Ray’s father 
wasn’t immediately notified 
because Ray’s ex-lover told 
the Coroner’s office that he 
was Ray’s brother — so the 
office believed that the family 
had been notified and the dis¬ 
position of Ray’s remains had 
been taken care of. 

Ray was gunned down in 
broad daylight following an 
altercation with someone he 
knew inside the Star Dust 
Cafe on Polk Street on Thurs¬ 
day, March 24. Police gave 
chase to the handgun-wield¬ 
ing assailant, but lost him 
during the pursuit. Ray died 
of a bullet wound to the 
heart. 

Police say their investiga¬ 
tion of the case is not closed, 
and that they want to talk 
with anyone with information 
that may lead to the arrest 
and conviction of Ray’s killer.

PAWS vs. PWAs: Cops Called To Clear Meeting

The board of directors of 
Pets Are Wonderful Support 
(PAWS) started arriving at 6 
p.m. for the 7 p.m. board 
meeting Tuesday, April 12. 
An hour later the doors were 
opened to the public and the 
meeting officially began. An 
hour after that, PAWS presi¬ 
dent Ron Lewis called the po¬ 
lice — to have sick clients, an¬ 
gry donors, and frustrated 
volunteers dragged from the 
Castro Street premises if nec¬ 
essary. 

Nearly everyone in atten¬ 
dance expected some conflict 
at the monthly meeting, the 
first since the March 31 Bay 
Area Reporter story about 
the growing problems at 
PAWS including — but not 
limited to — the firing or res¬ 
ignation of all staff members 
except the interim executive 
director, Maryanne Cleary; 
missed pet food and litter de¬ 
liveries; and charges of homo¬ 
phobia and insensitivity 
lodged against Cleary by for¬ 
mer employees and volun¬ 
teers. In the two weeks since 
the story was published, the 
controversy has only grown. 
The Castro and surrounding 
areas have been blanketed 
with a blistering flyer that ac¬ 
cused the PAWS board of ex- 
travagent spending while 
clients’ pets go hungry. 

But even with so much to 
discuss and so much evident 
bad feeling in the community, 
the outsiders who sat in on 
the meeting — approximately 
two for every board member 
in attendence — were polite 
and quiet as the meeting un¬ 
folded. 

The hour of preparation 
was evident: board members 
and Cleary smoothly rattled 
off accomplishments, almost 
completely ignoring the grow¬ 
ing controversy and public 
dissatisfaction with the organ¬ 
ization. A “contingency plan” 
was discussed briefly; refer¬ 
ences to “that situation” were 
made twice; to anyone with 
no prior knowledge of the 
state of chaos within the orga¬ 
nization it might have ap¬ 
peared PAWS was among the 
best-run AIDS support groups 
in the world. 

Throughout, the onlookers 
resisted any urge to interrupt, 
until, without addressing the 
concerns of the people who 
had come with questions, the 
motion was made to adjourn 
at 8 p.m. Finally, tempers 
flared. 

"Not one more penny" 

Somewhat surprisingly, it 
wasn’t one of PAWS’ clients

with AIDS who first explod¬ 
ed, but one of its financial 
supporters. 

‘‘You mean you’re not 
even going to talk to us?” de¬ 
manded Frank Yhap, a San 
Francisco banker who leapt 
to his feet and identified him¬ 
self as a frequent contributor 
to the group. 

Lewis and Cleary respond¬ 
ed, coolly and in unison, “You 
can submit your questions in 
writing.” They and the rest of 
the board refused to answer 
any questions at that time, in¬ 
cluding the inevitible one: 
submit questions where? No 
plan was made to hold a pub¬ 
lic meeting at which to re¬ 
ceive questions, nor was there 
any assurance that the ques¬ 
tions, once received, would be 
addressed. When Yhap per¬ 
sisted, Lewis calmly reached 
for the telephone and dialed 
911. 

Yhap left the premises an¬ 
grily, vowing to never donate 
a penny to PAWS again, and 
was immediately replaced by 
Gordon Salter, another (for¬ 
mer) donor as the most vocal 
critic in the room. 

“Do any of you even know 
who I am?” Salter asked the 


board. When it was clear no 
one did, he identified himself 
as a previous year’s greatest 
financial supporter of the 
group. He complained that 
when that year ended he was 
never again contacted by 
PAWS — even his newsletter 
subscription was cancelled — 
but even so, he said, the . 
board’s arrogance at that time 
was dwarfed by the obvious 
contempt shown for donors 
and clients at the meeting. 

Salter was not alone in his 
assessment of the board: the 
consensus among those who 
attended was that its mem¬ 
bers should resign en masse 
for the good of the organiza¬ 
tion and its clients. 

Salter left, leading most of 
the attendees out on to the 
sidewalk. Not everyone, how¬ 
ever, was willing to concede 
defeat so easily. 

Eventually the police ar¬ 
rived and spoke with Lewis, 
who characterized the two re¬ 
maining clients as “hostle.” 
Once officers entered the 
building, Lewis left, which 
seemed to confuse the cops 
when they came downstairs

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Leal Takes Steps To Help 
The City's Terminally Ill

A measure has been intro¬ 
duced at the Board of Super¬ 
visors by Supervisor Susan 
' Leal, to ensure that almost 
100 people in the advanced 
stages of AIDS will continue 
to receive public assistance, 
whatever their immigration 
status. 

The measure doesn’t just 
benefit people with AIDS, ac¬ 
cording to Leal, but any wel¬ 
fare applicant with a terminal 
illness. 

Applicants would be ex¬ 
empt from providing docu¬ 
mentation of their legal status 
in the United States, but 
would be required to provide 
medical verification that they 
have a life expectancy of six 
months or less. 

“According to current law, 
these individuals will be cut 
off. This is simply inhumane 
and is financially irresponsi¬ 
ble for our city,” Leal said. 

With an estimated Depart¬ 
ment of Social Services bud¬ 
get of $53 million a year, San 


Francisco has an estimated 
15,000 public assistance recip¬ 
ients who receive $340 a 
month in general cash assis¬ 
tance. 

“I have provided excep¬ 
tions to the current prohibi¬ 
tion on humanitarian 
grounds, but it’s clear that we 
need to adopt this change to 
make the procedure lawful,” 
said Brian Cahill, DSS gener¬ 
al manager. 

“Two thirds of the recipi¬ 
ents are basically unemploy¬ 
able because of physical or 
mental disabilities,” said John 
Viera, a DSS official. 

Under Leal’s legislation, 
the Department of Social Ser¬ 
vices would also not disquali¬ 
fy terminally ill applicants be¬ 
cause of the high cash value 
of their cars, provided that 
the individuals certify they 
cannot use public transporta¬ 
tion because of their condi¬ 
tion and need the car for 
medical appointments. 

“These are people who re¬ 
ally need the assistance,” said 
Patricia Dunn, director of

Bay Area HIV Advocacy Net¬ 
work. “Some of the people 
may actually be eligible for 
immigration status but were 
unable to apply because of 
their illness; others may have 
lived here for a long time and 
contributed,” Dunn told the 
Bay Area Reporter. 

According to General As¬ 
sistance Advocacy Project, a 
welfare rights organization, 
applicants for pubic assistance 
who have cars with cash val¬ 
ues greater than $1,800 are in¬ 
eligible for public assistance. 

Leal’s measure was re¬ 
ferred to the Health and Pub¬ 
lic Safety committee for hear¬ 
ing. ▼ 


State Farm Is There for 
California Domestic Partners

One of the benefits of do¬ 
mestic partnership is being 
counted in cold, hard cash by 
Robert Gentry and Dennis 
Amick. The gay couple was 
devastated last October when 
fire swept down from the 
hills to engulf their home in 
Laguna Beach, California. 

Gentry assumed that his 
homeowner’s policy with 
State Farm Insurance would 
cover the loss. He had “never 
thought about changing the 
name of the insured on my in¬ 
surance policies, other than 
life.” 

But he learned that, under 
standard industry practice, his 
homeowner’s insurance policy 
only covered the personal be¬ 
longings of the policy holder 
and its immediate family. 
None of Amick’s belongings 
would be covered. 

“Wait a minute,” said the 
feisty Gentry to his insurance 
adjuster, “We’re registered do¬ 
mestic partners; doesn’t that 
count as family?” 

Gentry, as an openly gay 
member of the city council, 
had pushed Laguna Beach to 
become one of the nation’s 
first cities to enact that con¬ 
cept into law. Amick and 
Gentry were the first in line 
in 1992 and hold registration 
certificate number 1. 

“State Farm went and talk¬ 
ed with corporate head¬ 
quarters about this and very 
quickly came back, within a 
few days I think, indicating 
that they would honor our rela¬ 
tionship and the city’s stan¬ 
dards,” recounted Gentry. 
‘‘And all of my partner’s 
belongings were covered, 
which I thought was just 
wonderful.” 

State Farm regional 
spokesman Robert Blodgett 
seemed to walk a thin line be¬ 
tween taking pride in the 
company’s decision and in 
minimizing its importance. 

On the one hand, “It was

just the right thing to do,” he 
said. On the other, “It is not 
like a big decision was made 
on this day by this person: it 
is more like, as the law 
moves, so do we. 

“We are going to look at 
the local laws and [do] what¬ 
ever is consistent with that 
community. Laguna Beach 
recognizes domestic partners 
officially. The decision was 
made to handle it the same as 
a marriage certificate,” said 
Blodgett. “To us, that shows 
that the persons are not just 
roommates, but they have 
some type of legal relation¬ 
ship.” 

It is the first time State 
Farm has recognized that 
claim in the state of Califor¬ 
nia, according to Blodgett. He 
said corporate headquarters 
knows of only one such prior 
pay out, in New York. 

Jeanne Salvatore, with the 
Insurance Information Insti¬ 
tute, a clearinghouse for all 
insurance matters, believes 
State Farm’s decision is a 
“first” for the industry and 
that others will follow the in¬ 
dustry leader. 

“The State Farm group is 
the largest property/casualty 
group in the country, by a 
wide margin,” according to 
Best’s 1993 Insurance Report. 
It is also California’s largest 
property/casualty insurer, 
writing about a quarter of the 
policies issued in the state. 

Nancy Polikoff, practition¬ 
er of family law and professor 


at the American University 
School of Law, acknowledges 
the impact of this decision on 
both the practical level and as 
a “symbolic victory for the le¬ 
gitimacy of our relationships.” 

Her ambivalence centers 
around “problems with the in¬ 
stitution of marriage” and cre¬ 
ation of domestic partnership 
as the homosexual equivalent 
of marriage. She cited her 
own employer, who has de¬ 
fined the term to apply only 
to same-sex partners, exclud¬ 
ing heterosexual couples who 
have chosen to live together 
but not get married. 

Salvatore calls domestic 
partners just one aspect of the 
rapidly evolving nature of 
personal insurance, which re¬ 
flects changes in society. The 
1990 census showed three mil¬ 
lion unmarried couples living 
together, a dramatic increase 
over the last count. 

“There are so many people 
who, for one reason or anoth¬ 
er, have bonded with some¬ 
body else, it could even be an 
elderly parent, and they want 
the same sort of legal protec¬ 
tions [as in marriage],” said 
Salvatore. 

She advises consumers to 
check with their insurance 
company and say, “Listen, I 
would like to add so-and-so to 
my policy, they live with me. 
What do you recommend so 
that they have coverage?” 
The multitude of varying 
state regulations preclude a 
blanket recommendation, but 
often a company can accom¬ 
modate individual needs. 

Gentry urges all people to 
come out of the closet when 
discussing their financial and 
planning needs. He cites his 
own example of what can 
happen when you ask the 
questions and push for fair 
treatment. 

“People want to rise to the 
highest level,” says Gentry, 
“And when we encourage 
that, people will do that. If we 
don’t encourage that, it isn’t 
going to happen.” T

Three Unrelated Castro 
Robberies Last Weekend

The Castro neighborhood 
was the site of two robberies 
at knifepoint last weekend, 
plus an attempted robbery/as¬ 
sault. Two victims were left 
with injuries, according to po¬ 
lice reports. 

The first incident took 
place on Corbett Street at 
about 4:15 a.m on Saturday, 
April 9. 

The victim, a 50-year-old 
male, was walking on Corbett 
when a small yellow vehicle 
pulled up beside him. 

The suspect got out of the 
car and approached the vic¬ 
tim. 

“I have a problem. I need 
your money,” the suspect 
said, according to the police 
report. 

The suspect pulled a fold¬ 
ing knife on the victim, who 
gave the robber four dollars 
but was reportedly struck in 
the left side of the head after 
turning over the cash. 

The victim grabbed the 
blade of the suspect’s knife, 
there was a brief struggle, 
and the robber escaped. Po¬ 
lice searched the area but 
could not find the car or the 
suspect. 

The victim was taken to 
Mission Emergency Hospital 
for treatment for a cut to the 
head and a small cut to his 
right hand. Police describe 
the suspect as a white male 
about 40, 5’8”, 160 pounds, 
with long stringy hair and 
light colored clothing. The 
victim couldn’t describe the 
car except to say it was “a 
small yellow vehicle.” 

In the second incident, ap¬ 
proximately one-half hour af¬ 
ter the first crime, another 
victim was robbed and at¬ 
tacked by two assailants, who 
also had a knife. 

According to a police re¬ 
port, the victim, a 41-year-old

Castro area resident, had 
been walking northbound on 
Sanchez and was near the 
corner of 16th Street when an 
older model white Ford Es¬ 
cort passed him, and then 
rapidly turned into a drive¬ 
way in front of him. 

According to the police re¬ 
port, a passenger in the car 
then jumped out and punched 
the victim in the nose. The 
victim staggered backwards 
and flailed his arms to defend 
himself, but during the strug¬ 
gle with his assailant they 
both fell to the ground. 

The driver then reportedly 
came to the assailant’s assis¬ 
tance and hit the victim. 

The victim continued to 
struggle until the attacking 
passenger pressed a knife to 
his neck and said, “Keep qui¬ 
et. Keep quiet.” 

The victim’s wallet was 
taken from his back pocket 
and the robbers fled south- 


SFAF To Start Distributing Latex "Lollys'

The San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation will distribute 
more than 14,000 free “dental 
dam’-’style latex barriers for 
use in preventing the trans¬ 
mission of HIV and other sex¬ 
ual diseases. 

The latex barriers are for 
use in oral/vaginal and oral/ 
anal sexual contacts. 

The 6-inch by 8-inch dams, 
called “Lollys” by their Aus¬ 
tralian distributor, are manu¬ 
factured in Malaysia of super- 
thin natural latex and come in 
sealed individual packages. 
They will be distributed by 
the Foundation’s Speakers 
Bureau and Compass Project 
at street and health fairs, the 
1994 Lesbian and Gay Free¬ 
dom Day Parade, and other 
events in the Bay Area. 

“As the epidemic contin¬ 
ues, we have tried to provide 
the community with addition¬ 
al safe sex options,” said Pat 
Christen, executive director of 
the San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation. “We, along with 
other organizations, have 
found it difficult to launch a 
safe sex prevention effort con¬ 
centrating on oral sex prac¬ 
tices, due to the unavailability 
of a suitable and affordable

product. We are pleased to 
make these specialized latex 
dams available for those in 
the community for whom 
condoms are not always a vi¬ 
able option.” 

The latex product is supe¬ 
rior to the thicker “dental 
dams” that lesbians and some 
men in the community have 
more commonly used for 
vaginal/oral and oral/anal con¬ 
tact, SFAF spokesperson 
Dave Ford told the Bay Area 
Reporter. 

“The Lollys enhance touch 
and sensuality,” he said, plus 
they “are easy to use and are 
another weapon in winning 
the war on HIV — and they 
can help prevent other sexual¬ 
ly transmitted diseases” as 
well, such as Hepatitis B. T 


bound down Sanchez in the 
car. Police took the victim in 
their patrol car on an exten¬ 
sive — but unsuccessful — 
search of the area for the rob¬ 
bers. 

The passenger of the car 
was described as a black 
male, about 5’9” and 175 
pounds. He wore a dark 
stocking cap, a black or blue 
sweatshirt with a front zipper, 
and dark pants, and carried a 
knife with a 4” blade.

“No, leave me alone,” the 
victim said, according to the 
police report. 

The victim continued 
walking but was pushed 
down to the ground by the 
suspects. One of them de¬ 
manded his wallet and the 
victim refused, yelling “No.” 

The suspects fled towards 
Castro Street. Nothing was 
taken in the assault. 

The suspects were de¬ 
scribed as white males, about 
18 years of age, wearing hood¬ 
ed sweatshirts. ▼

America Can't Afford a Holocaust 

A lot of tummies are feeling poorly this week, but it’s sea¬ 
sonal, and not too serious: they should be feeling better on or 
about April 16. Yes, it’s tax time again, that government-spon¬ 
sored antidote to spring fever. Who says you get what you pay 
for? The fact is, every year the gay community gets less for 
what it pays, as more tax money gets wasted on bigotry. 

We’re glad that our tax dollars go to buy Daddy’s Room¬ 
mate and Heather Has Two Mommies and Bastard Out of 
Carolina for public libraries, so complaints from fundies — that 
they don’t want their tax dollars “supporting homosexuality” 
— can be refuted. We’re also filled with pride that our tax dol¬ 
lars support the art that outrages the right wing, whether 
through the NEA or PBS — at least, when the NEA and PBS 
acknowledge our existence — for the same reasons. 

We also appreciate that some of those tax dollars will go to 
educate our youth, but we’re heartsick that others will be spent 
creating ignorance in the form of mystifying “creationist” and 
“abstinence-based” curricula in the schools, to say nothing of 
the enforced ignorance of “don’t ask, don’t tell” in the military. 

Similarly, we’re glad that some of the money will be spent 
on creating employment and housing, but furious that all 
across America tax dollars will be spent on the reverse every 
time a locality either fights — or, worse, defends — anti-gay 
rights initiatives. The heart (if such a word could be used to 
describe such heartlessness) of a ballot measure like Amend¬ 
ment 2 is specifically designed to strip lesbians and gays of job 
protections and housing protections. And unemployed, home¬ 
less citizens don’t come free. Just ask any mayor. 

And then there’s medicine. As the president reminds us, 
ever larger chunks of the nation’s GNP is funneled into a se¬ 
riously flawed healthcare system, and that’s bad. But even 
worse is medicine as a weapon, as in the spectre of quarantine 
that has once again reared its ugly head. This time the call to 
isolate HIV-positive people comes from Texas; more ominous¬ 
ly, it comes from the Republican party, and not from Lyndon 
LaRouche and his gang. Clearly the GOP, which yammers for 
less government and lower taxes, has not yet considered what 
it’s demanding. 

To effectively “isolate” people requires they be removed 
from their jobs — that also means from the tax rolls and onto 
welfar rolls. They must also be removed from their homes, re¬ 
quiring the establishments of (in ascending order of likelihood) 
hospitals or quansit huts or concentration camps. We would 
like to remind the Republicans that even concentration camps 
cost money, as do the boxcars it would take to move the in¬ 
tended inhabitants. 

It is ironic that the week the GOP chose to make such a 
horrific suggestion was the same one as the remembrance of 
the Holocaust in Israel — and, indeed, around the world except, 
apparently, in Texas. Or perhaps our stomachs are too weak 
for us to comfortably look at the truth: that those Republicans 
were commemorating the Holocaust. Perhaps they knew that 
the expense of concentration camps was underwritten in Ger¬ 
many by the sale of the belongings of the imprisoned — and by 
the gold that was extracted from their teeth when they were 
dead. Maybe that’s how they plan to pay for this “isolation” 
policy. 

Yes, we’re getting gruesome, but we aren’t too pessimistic, 
because we believe the same thoughts will eventually occur to 
voters — even in Texas — if and when it is ever brought to their 
attention. We doubt that they will really want to pay to feed 
and clothe and shelter every HIV-positive person in the state, 
however rudimentarily, once they think about it. Nor can we 
believe that Oregonions and Coloradans want to pay for the 
welfare and subsidized housing of every gay man and every 
lesbian in that state who suddenly loses employment and shel¬ 
ter. Removing ten percent of the population from the Amer¬ 
ican Dream is a very expensive proposition, especially when 
there are so many more worthy places for taxes to be spent. 

Next time the national media feel it is important to put a 
ravening homophobe on as “balance,” we hope they will ask 
the tough questions about the tax burdens of bigotry. By now 
the Lon Mabons and Jerry Falwells are used to justifying their 
hatred on specious “religious” grounds. But let them try to jus¬ 
tify huge tax increases to voters, and we suspect they would 
be unable to maintain the support they already claim, much 
less stimulate any more. 

Thinking about that may make tax paying a little easier. 
Not a lot, probably, but these days we take what we can get. ▼ 



It Will Take An Act of Congress To Cure AIDS

Our community is at a pivotal moment, 
with an opportunity to demand our govern¬ 
ment respond to the AIDS crisis as the global 
emergency that it is. In a few weeks a federal 
bill will be reintroduced into Congress, calling 
for the creation of an intensive research effort 
to find a cure for AIDS. This bill, numbered 
H.R. 3310 and entitled The AIDS Cure Act, 
will establish a focused Manhattan/Apollo-style 
project; a research initiative promised by Bill 
Clinton but never delivered. All of us, queer 
and straight, must mobilize behind this legis¬ 
lation to send a powerful demand that the U.S. 
take the lead in ending the AIDS pandemic. 

The AIDS Cure Act was drafted by ACT 
UP/New York and introduced into Congress 
by Representative Jerry Nadler (D-NY). It has 
been co-sponsored by several members of 
Congress and has been endorsed by numerous 
local and national organizations including the 
boards of supervisors and mayors of San Fran¬ 
cisco, Oakland, and Berkeley; Mobilization 
Against AIDS; Early Advocacy & Care for 
HIV Program (EACH); National Association of 
People with AIDS; and ACT UPs nationwide, 
including Golden Gate and San Francisco. 

The bill creates a specific initiative with one 
goal — to find a cure for AIDS — and has these 
fundamental characteristics to give the project 
the authority and urgency to operate quickly 
and unencumbered in this time of emergency: 

Creating a Centralized Research Facility 

Current AIDS research efforts are fragment¬ 
ed, compartmentalized, and conducted by sci¬ 
entists who are required to work in a spirit of 
competitive secrecy rather than cooperative 
openness. The AIDS Cure Act stipulates that 
researchers come together at a state-of-the-art 
research facility created solely for finding a 
cure for AIDS. This facility, located in an area 
with a high incidence of AIDS, would encour¬ 


age an atmosphere of creativity and foster an 
open exchange of ideas among those involved 
in the project’s mission. 

Researching Diverse Theories 

Priorities in both basic and clinical research 
are inordinately influenced by the interests of 
major pharmaceutical companies. Research di¬ 
rections are thought of in terms of drug out¬ 
comes and quick profits, rather than under¬ 
standing an illness in a way that could lead to 
a broad range of effective treatments. The key 
to the project’s success will be its ability to pro¬ 
vide a venue for scientists with diverse, even 
conflicting, approaches and theories about 
AIDS to fully pursue their hypotheses. It is 
particularly important that approaches and the¬ 
ories previously under- or unfunded by large 
institutions be given a chance to be tested. 

Eliminating Conflicts of Interest 

Many government-funded researchers are 
consultants, employees, shareholders or even 
heads of companies that develop pharmaceuti¬ 
cal products. There are no requirements now 
that scientists disclose the relationships, and it 
is questionable if such disclosure would be suf¬ 
ficient to guarantee objective research. HR 
3310 proposes strict conflict of interest require¬ 
ments for those involved in finding a cure, re¬ 
quirements similar to the code of ethics im¬ 
posed by the Clinton administration on politi¬ 
cal appointees. The rationale is identical: gov¬ 
ernmental decisions on vital matters of public 
needs cannot be even slightly influenced by the 
possibility of personal financial gain. 

Utilizing the Power of Eminent Domain 

Research into potential curatives and treat¬ 
ments for AIDS has been hampered on numer¬ 
ous occasions by the economics of drug devel¬ 
opment. The project to cure AIDS must be 
able to research all potential curatives, unhin¬ 
dered by the secrecy produced by marketplace

DiFi Kicks Off 
Senate Campaign 


M any of Dianne Fein- 
stein’s gay and les¬ 
bian political allies 
and supporters 
were in a crowd of 400 at San 
Francisco’s new Delancey 
Street housing project last 
Friday, April 8, as she formal¬ 
ly launched her re-election 
campaign for a full six-year 
term in the U.S. Senate. 
Pledging to “devote my next

six years to creating jobs and 
eradicating violence,” Fein- 
stein told the kickoff audience 
she has proven during her 
first 17 months as California’s 
“senior senator” she can make 
a difference in the senate. 

The former San Francisco 
mayor, who easily defeated a 
GOP incumbent two years 
ago to win her seat, listed her 
efforts to ban assault weapons 
and enact a California Desert 
Wilderness Act as among her 
major achievements and 
promised if re-elected to help 
pass a defense conversion bill 
that she said would create $4 
billion in new business and 
400,000 new jobs for Califor¬ 
nia and increase the number 
of border patrol officers in 
the state by 600. 

“What you sent me to 
Washington to accomplish, I 
have accomplished,” Feinstein 
declared, “and so I say to the 
5.8 million California voters 
who sent me to the Senate 17 
months ago, I proudly an¬ 
nounce my candidacy for a 
full six-year term, and I ask 
you to cast that vote for me 
one more time.” 

Feinstein, who has enjoyed 
strong support from the les¬ 
bian and gay community in 
the past, enters this race with 
strong poll ratings and the ex¬ 
pertise of a candidate who 
has run two statewide races 
in the last four years. A re¬ 
cent Los Angeles Times poll 
found that she is well-regard¬ 
ed by nearly two-thirds of the 
state’s voters and leads her 
two prospective GOP oppo¬ 
nents, Michael Huffington 
and William Dannemeyer, by 
30 points each. 

Feinstein, a 60-year-old 
grandmother with a long his¬ 
tory of supporting lesbian and 
gay rights, is expected to face 
ambitious Long Beach multi¬ 
millionaire freshman Con¬ 
gressman Huffington in the 
November election. She took 
a swipe at Huffington, a resi¬ 
dent of the state for just three 
years, when she said “Califor¬ 


nia is an incredibly special 
place. It is my home; it is the 
place of my birth ... where my 
mother developed her values, 
where I developed my values 
and where my granddaughter 
will develop her values. It is 
not a place to come for polit¬ 
ical opportunity.” 

Feinstein said she expects 
to be outspent by Huffington 
but she hopes to raise about 
$10 million, just a bit more 
than she had in the 1992 race. 
Huffington, with a personal 
fortune estimated at nearly 
$100 million, has committed 
to spend $15 million and pos¬ 
sibly more. He’s promised 
“whatever it takes to win” — 
to which a Feinstein staff per¬ 
son replied, “I think he means 
whatever it takes to try to 
buy himself a Senate seat.” 
However, before he can face 
Feinstein, he must win a June 
primary against former Rep¬ 
resentative Bill Dannemeyer, 
the homophobic darling of 
the GOP right wing. 

This writer has not always 
agreed with everything Fein¬ 
stein has done, particularly as 
mayor of San Francisco, but 
the lady is in a class all her 
own when compared to either 
of her likely Republican op¬ 
ponents, and she deserves the 
support of California’s gay 
and lesbian community. 

Politics and people 

California Governor Pete 
Wilson also finds himself fac¬ 
ing a well-financed opponent 
in the June GOP primary. 
Ron Unz, a 32-year-old, single, 
Silicon Valley millionaire, is 
apparently willing to spend 
his own big bucks to get him¬ 
self known as the “conserva¬ 
tive [read: ‘far right’] alterna¬ 
tive” to the guv. A number of 
checkbook GOPs are report¬ 
edly joining the Unz cause. 

Despite his commitment to 
be a “caretaker” mayor until 
voters can choose a new one 
in November, Berkeley’s 
bright new chief executive 
Jeffrey Leiter is getting more 
and more requests to run for 
a full term. The 51-year-old 
gay man is now seen as a ris¬ 
ing star in East Bay politics. 

Washington changes: when 
Representative Earl Hutto (D- 
Fla.) announced this week 
that he was retiring from 
Congress, he became the 42nd 
House member to announce 
he will leave office after this 
term, and as many as 15 more 
are expected to do likewise.

When Arlo Smith, one of 
the few male officeholders in 
attendance, was introduced at 
the luncheon of Dianne Fein¬ 
stein supporters last Friday 
(organized by the Women’s 
Leadership Council), it was as 
“our great district attorney.” 
Smith, who is being urged to 
seek another term next year 
and reportedly plans to do 
just that, received one of the 
biggest hands of the day. 

A Los Angeles student 
dance to raise money for 
AIDS babies was moved off 
the Loyola Mary mount Uni¬ 
versity campus last week be¬ 
cause organizers planned to 
hand out condoms and safe- 
sex brochures. It goes against 
Catholic teachings, university 
officials said. 

Meanwhile, in Las Vegas, 
more than 50 gay and lesbian 
members of the Metropolitan 
Community Church won’t be 
allowed to lease the Wesley 
United Methodist Church to 
hold services because homo¬ 
sexuality is opposed by Unit¬ 
ed Methodists, a church offi¬ 
cial ruled. MCC says it offers 
a traditional Christian service, 
but it will have to find space 
elsewhere. 

To the reader who keeps 
writing and asking: yes, I ex¬ 
pect the four incumbents 
(Migden, Leal, Conroy and 
Shelley) to win new terms on 
the Board of Supes, with 
Tom Ammiano taking the 
seat left vacant by retiring 
Bill Maher.

B.A.R., I was a recent arrival 
in town, full of activist angst 
and ready to change the 
world. I had a lot to say and a 
forum to say it, and for that, I 
thank this paper and its edi¬ 
tors, both present and past. 
It’s been quite an honor to oc¬ 
cupy this space for so long. 

An honor ... and a respon¬ 
sibility. You may not realize 
that such a seemingly short 
column can require a lot of 
time to complete. When I first 
started doing this back in 
1990, I’d spend up to eight 
hours researching, writing, 
and editing my work. As I’ve 
become more practiced, how¬ 
ever, I’ve gotten the time 
down a bit. Once I asked a 
fellow columnist how long he 
spent, and he replied, “As 
short a time as possible.” The 
gay press is able to pay its 
writers so little that I under¬ 
stood his point. One could al¬ 
most make more money 
handing out fliers in the Cas¬ 
tro. 

Financial considerations 
aside, San Francisco has 
changed in the 3-1/2 years I’ve 
occupied this space, and so 
have I. I’ve been mellowing 
out, and the old anger that 
used to drive me is no longer 
there. Instead, I’m filled with 
a melancholic cynicism which 
needs a different type of 
venue in which to unleash it¬ 
self. Fiction seems like the 
best forum, because I can get 
my message across — but filter 
it first. 

Fiction is also appealing to 
me because, egads, I’m turn¬ 
ing 30 next month, and I need 
some sense of permanence. 
Sure, I’ve written about 500 
articles for the gay press in 
the last seven or so years, to¬ 
taling about 500,000 words. 
But how many of those words 
have you saved? The gay 
press is seen as disposable, 
but I’ve decided I want to be 
around for a while. 

Let’s put it another way. 
Those 500,000 words are the 
equivalent of about ten mys¬ 
tery novels you could have 
sitting on your shelf — ten 
mysteries discussed in book 
groups far beyond the wilds 
of San Francisco and, of 
course, ten mysteries earning 
royalties for every copy sold. 

If you’ve never liked my 
writing, you’ll be glad to see 
me go. If you have enjoyed 
my stuff, you’ll still be able to 
catch it on occasion here in 
the B.A.R. or in Out, the 
Lambda Book Report, The 
Advocate, and in Deneuve 


magazine, where I’m a staff 
writer and the magazine’s 
music columnist and book ed¬ 
itor. 

Hard job 

During my tenure as a 
dyke columnist for the 
B.A.R., I’ve tried to accom¬ 
plish several things, and now 
that I’m leaving, I can remind 
us all what these were. The 
first was to provide a regular 
lesbian voice in this paper. 
This I did, and at times it also 
made me the only regularly 
published dyke columnist in 
any of the Bay Area’s gay 
newspapers. Ever tried to be 
all things to all people? A 
hard job, even for the best of 
us! 

The second thing I wanted 
to do was change — and per¬ 
haps even distort — the widely 
held misconceptions of what 
a dyke is, does, and says. Ev¬ 
ery woman I knew was so 
tired of the stereotype of the 
politically correct, Birken- 
stock-wearing, potluck-attend- 
ing lesbian-from-hell. We all 
wanted to read about non¬ 
monogamy, the clubs, punk 
music, and the fact that we 
hung out in the Castro, not 
the Mission, and wore Doc 
Martens, not sandals. And 
were proud of it. And were 
part of a world not otherwise 
captured in print outside of

the blossoming zine scene in 
publications like Homocore 
and Hothead Paisan. 

The perspective I’ve al¬ 
ways strived to present was 
that of a hip, urban, twen¬ 
tysomething chick, grappling 
with the world, “the scene,” 
and her place in it. Even 
when the hate mail let me 
know that the politically cor¬ 
rect lesbian police were after 
my ass. Even when the fags 
didn’t like me “in their face.” 
Even when I was sitting at 
home with the flu in my jam- 
mies, propped up in bed read¬ 
ing poetry, not feeling much 
like the club-hopping trendoid 
I was touting myself as. Even 
when I knew that I was actu¬ 
ally outgrowing the very role 
I had assigned for myself. 

So let’s look back, shall 
we, at some of the moments 
we’ve shared together before 
we say goodbye. 

Although women often 
like to accuse me of being a 
Castro Street girl (an honor I 
hold dear), let it be known 
that I’ve often written about 
“womyn’s issues,” including 
the rise of Two Nice Girls,

the growth of Ladyslipper 
women’s music company, the 
opening of the Whiptail Liz¬ 
ard Lounge and Red Dora’s, 
and about Sapphire, the 
African-American lesbian 
writer to watch for in the 
coming years. 

Columns I’ve been particu¬ 
larly proud of range in tone 
from the tribute to female 
friendship I wrote for my 
buddy, Daula, to the article 
on breast cancer activist Jack¬ 
ie Winnow, who herself died 
of cancer in October 1991. 
There were the odes I wrote 
both to Daniel Sotomayer, 
the late political activist and 
cartoonist, and to Outweek, 
magazine love of my life, af¬ 
ter it folded. There was also a 
column trying to make sense 
of the suicide of gal-about- 
town Jasmine back in June 
’92. Money raised from that 
piece helped pay for her buri¬ 
al. 

Of course, there have also 
been less serious topics I’ve 
covered that I enjoyed very 
much: tracking the explosion 
of the national queer zine 
scene or meeting and inter¬ 
viewing Clit Club founders 
Julie Tolentino and Jocelyn 
Taylor. Writing about the oc¬ 
casion of their nightclub’s 
first anniversary back in 1991, 
I couldn’t have imagined that 
the famous New York dyke 
hotspot would continue to en¬ 
dure even today. As does a 
friendship with Julie that’s 
grown through several shared 
cross-country conferences and 
many voice-mail messages. 
Not to mention visits to her 
club! 

Political occurrences 

Back in my street activist 
days, political occurrences 
like domestic partnership reg¬ 
istration, the infamous AB101 
riots, Queer Nation’s many 
ups and downs, and the Gulf 
War protests have all had 
their moment here — as have 
the Castro’s infamous “flier 
wars,” the rise of a gay non¬ 
smoking movement, and the 
election night victory celebra¬ 
tion of Bill Clinton, when we 
danced in the streets, cheered, 
sang, and for the first time in 
a long time, really loved one 
another as a community. 

I’ve enjoyed interviewing 
entertainers like Pussy Tour- 
ette, Seven Year Bitch, and 
Joan Jett Blakk; publishers 
like Andrea Juno and V. Vale 
of Re/Search; photographers 
like Londoner Della Grace; 
and authors like Cherry 
Smyth and Phyllis Burke. 
The club scene has frequently 
graced these pages with sto¬ 
ries about Faster Pussycat, 
Club Uranus, Product, and G- 
Spot, as have events like the 
wedding of Glamoretta Ram¬ 
page and Elvis Herselvis in 
January 1992. 

Since I love to travel, my

columns have been faxed in 
from cities and countries far 
and near, including Mexico, 
Greece, Eleuthera, Amster¬ 
dam, London, New York, 
Toronto, Washington D.C., 
Seattle, and Chicago. You’ve 
been taken to Mykonos and 
the March on Washington, to 
SPEW and the Homomonu¬ 
ment, to the ABA, the Lam- 
mys, and Out/Write. You’ve 
even cruised the Castro with 
Trevor Hailey. What more 
you could you possibly ask 
from me? 

Even so, there are two sto¬ 
ries that I’m leaving largely 
unwritten, hoping somebody 
else picks them up. The first 
is the pathetic state of the 
Castro these days. After park¬ 
ing my motorcycle in the 
morning at 9 a.m., I can’t 
even walk the 30 feet to work 
without being asked for mon¬ 
ey three times. The crime, 
filth, and homelessness in the 
area are a civic disaster that 
someone had better answer 
for, fast. I’ve been afraid of of¬ 
fending liberal sensibilities by 
writing a whole column rant¬ 
ing about the bums in the 
area without examining the 
societal problems leading to 
homelessness. But after street 
kids yell at you and drunken 
men strike at you one time 
too many, you really don’t 
give a shit anymore. And if 
our gay supervisors had to 
work under these conditions, 
they’d clean up our supposed¬ 
ly safe Castro streets pretty 
damn fast. 

The other thing that really 
pisses me off is what’s happen¬ 
ing to Cafe San Marcos, re¬ 
cently renamed “the Cafe.” 
The one Castro area women’s 
bar and the only full-time bar 
identifying in the whole 
bloody city as lesbian, the 
Cafe is trying to push out the 
women to go gay. As in gay 
men. 

The current ownership, 
which is male and was sup¬ 
posed to keep it a women’s 
space, has been systematically 
trying to lose us gals. Specifi¬ 
cally, they’ve made it difficult 
for longtime lesbian staff to 
stay by hiring new, inexperi¬ 
enced male bar staff and giv¬ 
ing them the female staffs 
best shifts. They’ve been try¬ 
ing to change the clientele by 
giving away free drink cou¬ 
pons in the city’s men’s bars to 
bring gay men in and just gen¬ 
erally fostering an atmosphere 
where women feel less wel¬ 
come. 

Friday nights at the Cafe, 
which used to be absolutely 
packed with girls, are now 
about 60 or so percent men. 
The fabulous female energy is 
gone, and what’s there in its 
place are a lot of pushy boys. 
Mixed spaces do not work be¬ 
cause the men always take 
over. I’d call for a boycott of 
the place, but then we’d lose 
the space altogether, which is 
probably exactly what the 
owners want. This probably 
doesn’t seem like a big deal to 
men, but they’ve got 50 other 
clubs to go to and this is our 
only one! I don’t have any so¬ 
lutions for this pathetic situa¬ 
tion. Do you? ▼

Catholics, Fundies 
Reach New Accord

I n an odd juxtaposition, 
several events dealing 
with Vatican relations 
with other religious 
groups have recently occurred. 

In the first instance, the 
Vatican issued a 130-page pub¬ 
lication that reinforces the 
study of the Bible from a liter¬ 
ary and historical perspective 
— as long as 
scholars don’t 
lose sight of 
Bible as a “doc¬ 
ument of faith 
and God’s 
word.” One the 
one hand it 
says that fun¬ 
damentalists 
who take the 
word of the 
Bible as literal 
truth are right 
to insist on the 
divine inspira¬ 
tion of the 
Bible and cer¬ 
tain “Biblical 
truths,” but 
also said that 
“relying upon a 
non-critical 
reading of cer¬ 
tain texts of 
the Bible 
serves to rein¬ 
force political 
ideas and so¬ 
cial attitudes which are 
marked by prejudices — racism 
for example — which are quite 
contrary to the Christian 
gospel.” 

Only four days later, 
Catholic and evangelical 
Protestant leaders signed an 
accord and vowed to join 
forces “in the battle against 
the evil influences in our soci¬ 
ety.” The historic document 
called “Evangelicals and 
Catholics Together: The Chris¬ 
tian Mission in the Third Mil¬ 
lennium,” states that “as evan¬ 
gelicals and Catholics, we dare 
not, by needless and loveless 
conflict between ourselves, 
give aid and comfort to the en¬ 
emies of the cause of Christ.” 
Catholics and evangelicals 
alike praised the accord seeing 
it as a means of creating a 
stronger force against sinful 
trends prevalent in modern 
America. Others saw it as an 
affirmation of the fundamental 
belief in Christ shared by 
Protestants and Catholics. 

Efforts to produce the ac¬ 
cord were begun two years 
ago by Charles Colson, former 
Nixon White House aide who 
found God while incarcerated 
for his role in Watergate, and 
Reverend Richard John 
Neuhaus, Catholic theologian 
who is Executive Director of 
the New York-based Institute 
on Religion and Public Life. 

Any hopes that this is just a 
flash in the pan should be 
firmly dashed by the knowl¬ 
edge that the accord is being 
translated into Polish, Russian, 
Spanish, and Portuguese. 

Speaking in favor of the ac¬ 
cord, Capital Christian Center 
pastor Glen D. Cole said, “I 
think it could strengthen the 
efforts.” He noted that the two 
groups have become more co¬ 
operative in past years. 

The agreement also met 
with the approval of Steve 
Sheldon, son of Traditional 
Values Coalition founder, 
Louis P. Sheldon. “We hope to 


work together to further our 
common goals,” he said. “We 
are very excited about the pro¬ 
grams we can accomplish to¬ 
gether.” 

Pat Robertson was among 
those signing the document, as 
were Dr. Richard Land and 
Dr. Larry Lewis, both officials 
of the Southern Baptist Con¬ 
vention, the largest Protestant 
denomination in the United 
States. News reports also quot¬ 
ed a Metho¬ 
dist minister 
in support of 
the accord, 
who said, “I 
think its 
about time 
we work to¬ 
gether, partic¬ 
ularly against 
those evil in¬ 
fluences in 
our society.” 

Only the 
naive could 
think that the 
new accord is 
mostly about 
spiritual mat¬ 
ters — it’s real¬ 
ly all about 
politics aqd 
power. 

Fundamen¬ 
talists are al¬ 
ready aware 
of the politi¬ 
cal aspect of 
the accord; 
they have long sought to bring 
other large groups of church¬ 
goers together in a mighty 
pact. Christian Coalition Exec¬ 
utive Director Ralph Reed 
made no apologies for his vi¬ 
sion in an August, 1992 article. 
“Yes, a single vote can make a 
difference,” Reed declared, 
“and when combined with the 
votes of other Christians, we 
can elect anyone — from Pres¬ 
ident to a member of a local 
school board.” He continues, 
“It is no exaggeration to state 
that evangelicals and pro-fam¬ 
ily Catholic voters can elect 
anyone to any office at any 
level of government if they are 
united and turn out in large 
numbers at the polls.” 

Stealth candidates, hidden 
agendas, the goal of bringing 
America to her knees before 
the Lord and Savior Jesus 
Christ, the institution of Bibli¬ 
cal Law in the United States 
of America — are all on the 
horizon. What does this mean 
to you? Why should you care? 
According to the New York 
Times, “But the effort was 
also rooted in practical al¬ 
liances in the United States 
between evangelical and 
Catholic groups opposed to 
abortion, sexual permissive¬ 
ness in the media or school 
programs intended to promote 
tolerance of homosexuality as 
an alternative lifestyle.” 

There are solutions, there 
are activities, there are work¬ 
shops which must be accessed 
to equalize the field. We hope 
to bring some of them to you 
or spark some of them in you 
in weeks to come in Eye On 
The Right. We will be bring¬ 
ing you the writings and con¬ 
cerns of our other researchers 
in Project Tocsin, who have 
established a “think tank.” 

Look for material by Dave 
and Jo Martin of Houston, 
Texas, Scott Hanson, of 
Austin, Jody Ripper in Iowa, 
Kathy Frasca in San Diego, 
and others. ▼

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California Gay Hackers Charge 
Discrimination by BBS Magazine

SACRAMENTO - Charges 
and countercharges are flying 
between Systems Operators 
(Sysops) of gay/bi/lesbian com¬ 
puter bulletin boards and the 
monthly throwaway periodi¬ 
cal California Computer 
News. Robert Bequette, a 
computer software writer and 
Co-Sysop of Acropolis, is al¬ 
leging CCN Editor-In-Chief 
Michelle Gamble-Risley dis¬ 
criminates against gay and 
gay-friendly bulletin boards 
because she refuses to include 
them in the magazine’s list¬ 
ings. 

And, Acropolis says, Gam¬ 
ble-Risley seems to have pro¬ 
vided proof of the allegations 
with her statement in a letter 
to him that “CCN has a stand¬ 
ing policy that we are a fam¬ 
ily-oriented magazine and we 
do not run sexually-oriented 
BBS listings” without first as¬ 
certaining whether the list¬ 
ings were “adult” or not. 

Bequette, in fact, protests 
that designation of the gay 
BBSs. He tells the Bay Area 
Reporter, “We agree that 
there should be concern 
about listing adult-oriented 
BBSs in a magazine which 
can be read by children. How¬ 
ever, we are not running an 
adult-oriented BBS. We have 
a disclaimer and requirement 
for only 18-year-olds and old¬ 
er on our board [because] we 
want to keep teenagers off 
the system, as some tend to 
be very mean-spirited to¬ 
wards people different than 
themselves. 

“However,” Bequette says, 
“I don’t see what that has to 
do with not listing gay and 
lesbian BBS systems. These 
systems are not automatically 
‘adult-oriented. In fact, we 
are systems devoted to discus¬ 
sions of political and social is¬ 
sues of interest to the gay and 
lesbian community.” He says 
that in the spirit of coopera¬ 


tion he would be willing to 
entertain suggestions from 
the editor on suitable syn¬ 
onyms to the words “gay” and 
“lesbian” she would be will¬ 
ing to print. 

Bequette finds Gamble-Ris¬ 
ley’s attitude unbending, and 
suspects she has a discrimina¬ 
tory agenda. “From the time 
CCN began publishing,” he 
says, “Acropolis, A.W.O.L., 
and Parthenon bulletin

boards were listed in the 
magazine. When Ms. Gamble- 
Risley came on board about 
three years ago we were 
dropped. We thought about 
protesting at that time but 
put it on a back burner.” Be¬ 
quette says about a week ago 
the No Name BBS in Pollock 
Pines applied for a listing and 
was turned down because in 


the BBS description the 
board was listed as “gay/bi/ 
lesbian supportive.” 

“That finally pushed me 
over the edge,” Bequette said. 
“No Name BBS wasn’t even 
listed as a regular gay/bi/les¬ 
bian board, but just listed as 
supportive to those groups 
and they were turned down. 
So I wrote Ms. Gamble-Risley 
a letter. Her response about 
their being a family-oriented 
magazine was a little thin, 
especially when she said occa¬ 
sionally a few of the adult list¬ 
ings ‘slip by,’ but they remove 
them when they are apprised 
of the situation.” Bequette 
said he counted eight of the 
boards listed that were adult 
systems, plus “at least three 
others which have adult areas 
which can be accessed by 
children. 

“So I sent her the list and 
told her that I will expect to 
see those BBSs removed now 
that she knows they are adult 
systems. I sent them to her 
way before the second 
Wednesday deadline,” Be¬ 
quette said. He then included 
in a second letter to Gamble- 
Risley, “I will be scanning 
your magazine each month to 
keep you informed of the sys¬ 
tems that need removal from 
your list. Just consider it a 
free service.” 

Bequette has applied for 
the paperwork to file a com¬ 
plaint with the Sacramento 
City/County Human Rights 
Fair Housing Commission, 
and intends to take the battle 
to CCN advertisers if neces¬ 
sary. 

When contacted, Gamble- 
Risley said CCN’s policy 
would be printed clearly in 
the May 1 issue and would be 
available by fax for a preview 
in late April. She would 
make no comment regarding 
any of Bequette’s allegations 
and said only, “The policy is 
not about me personally but 
about our magazine.” ▼

Commissioner on AIDS. She 
co-founded the AIDS Action 
Pledge in San Francisco (now 
ACT UP) and the national 
AIDS Coalition to Network, 
Organize and Win, and was a 
national organizer for the Civil 
Disobedience Action at the 
Supreme Court for the 1987 
Lesbian and Gay March on 
Washington. 

Originally from Salt Lake 
City, Ms. Hansen moved to San 
Francisco in 1985 from Boston, 
where she had coordinated the 
Gay and Lesbian Speakers 
Bureau. As an activist and 
organizer for 25 years, she has 
been involved in anti-racist 
work, women’s health, interna¬ 
tional peace issues, and labor 
and community struggles. Last 
year, she received the Harry 
Britt Lifetime Achievement 
Award from the Harvey Milk 
Lesbian/Gay/Bisexual Demo¬ 
cratic Club for her longstand¬ 
ing commitment to social 
change and coalition building.

Hole in the head 

Books about lesbian/gay 
families — including Heather 
Has Two Mommies and Dad¬ 
dy’s Roommate — have been 
removed from a federally 
funded Head Start program in 
Lane County, Oregon. The 
books had been included in an 
anti-bias curriculum for pre¬ 
schoolers until the homopho¬ 
bic Oregon Citizens Alliance 
(OCA) claimed the govern¬ 
ment was pushing a “pro-ho¬ 
mosexual agenda.” Published 
by the National Association 
for the Education of Young 
Children, the 149-page curricu¬ 
lum deals with such diversity 
issues as physical disability, 
ethnicity, gender identity, and 
sexual orientation. 

Although only the lesbian/ 
gay books were removed, 
OCA county director Patty 
Duncan says she won’t rest un¬ 
til the entire anti-bias curricu¬ 
lum is scraped. “There has got 
to be other curriculums out 
there,” Duncan said. “If not, 
we’ll write one.” Perhaps that 
new pro-bias curriculum will 
include such picture books as 
Heather’s Mommy Wears a 
Hood.

Leader in homophobia 

The March 29th edition of 
the Lexington Herald-Leader 
(one of the largest newspapers 
in Kentucky) featured a long- 
winded commentary titled 
“Society Has Duty to Stop 
Those Who March Toward 
Destruction.” The article was 
authored by Tim Philpot, a 
state senator who is working 
overtime to reinstate sodomy 
laws. 

Philpot argues that homo¬ 
sexuality “has been illegal 
since the beginning of time” 
and is an “addictive behavior” 
that is “killing people.” He 
states: “Even though homosex¬ 
uals represent one-quarter per¬ 
cent of the population, they 
perpetrate between one-third 
and one-half of all child mo¬ 
lestations. Homosexual teach¬ 
ers have committed a large 


percentage of molestations of 
pupils and are at least 12 
times more apt to molest chil¬ 
dren than heterosexuals.” 

These and countless other 
defamatory remarks made by 
Philpot are pretty familiar 
dribble — and absolutely false. 
Significantly, however, the ed¬ 
itors of the paper offered no 
rebuttal to Philpot’s litany of 
lies.

Gold medal bigotry 

Billy Payne, President of 
the Atlanta Committee for the 
Olympic Games (ACOG), has 
publicly responded to protests 
concerning the 1996 Olympic 
events scheduled to be held in 
Cobb County, a county that 
has enacted hate legislation 
that condemns lesbians and 
gays. Since passage of that leg¬ 
islation, there has been a doc¬ 
umented increase in hate 
crimes and Neo-Nazi/KKK ac¬ 
tivities in Cobb. Various indi¬ 
viduals and organizations have 
asked — with no success — that 
the Olympics Committee join 
in a boycott of Cobb County. 

In a meeting with the edito¬ 
rial boards of the Atlanta Jour¬ 
nal and Constitution, Payne 
was asked: “But if you 
learned, for example, that 
Cobb County did not welcome 
black people, would that make 
a difference in your decision?’ 
Payne’s response: “First of all ; 

I don’t believe there is an anal¬ 
ogy between African-Ameri¬ 
cans —who are minorities 
legally and given protection — 
and gays and lesbians who 
have not yet attained that legal 
status.”

Author Armisted Maupin Charges Censorship from the Radical Right

Ask Hollywood: the name 
of the game is sequels. But 
that doesn’t seemed to have 
clicked with the Public 
Broadcasting System (PBS), 
which has apparently decided 
not to air More Tales of the 
City, a follow-up to the net¬ 
work’s highest rated dramatic 
miniseries in a decade, Armis- 
tead Maupin’s famed Tales of 
the City.

Freedom of Expression Under Ai

Attacks on artistic freedom 
are flourishing across the 
country, according to a na¬ 
tional civil liberties group, 
and themes of homosexuality 
accounted for nearly 15 per¬ 
cent of the objections tracked 
in 1992 and 1993. 

A total of 204 challenges to 
plays, visual arts, poetry, and 
performance art were docu¬ 
mented in a report issued in 
March by the Washington- 
based People For the Ameri¬ 
can Way. 

“When images, ideas or 
thought make Americans un¬ 
comfortable, the impulse is to 
make it go away,” said Arthur 
J. Kropp, the group’s presi¬ 
dent. “Unfortunately, this has 
created a climate inimical to 
free expression and the ex¬ 
change of competing ideas.” 

Those who challenged art 
deemed blasphemous, ob¬ 
scene, or politically incorrect 
were successful in a number 
of instances: At Morehouse 
College in Atlanta, an appear¬ 
ance by San Francisco’s own 
black gay performance art 
troupe Porno Afro Homos, 


along with a year-long sched¬ 
ule of gay and lesbian pro¬ 
gramming, were canceled in 
the wake of a student outcry. 
Also in Georgia, after an un¬ 
successful attempt to pass leg¬ 
islation barring the presenta¬ 
tion of Terrence McNally’s 
Lips Together, Teeth Apart, 
commissioners in Cobb Coun¬ 
ty cut funding to the local arts 
council. The play featured 
two straight couples vacation¬ 
ing in a home on Fire Island 
that had been owned by a gay 
man who died of AIDS. 

“This play became the 
lightning rod in the communi¬ 
ty,” said Jill Bonds, director of 
People For the American 
Way’s Artsave project. “It’s 
clearly an anti-gay issue.” 

In 63 percent of the docu¬ 
mented attacks, censors were 
able to either remove a work 
outright or restrict access to 
it, often by defunding. “That’s 
an alarmingly high success 
rate,” Bonds said. 

But those attempting to 
challenge artistic freedom did 
not always enjoy success. In 
Duluth, Minnesota, after calls 
from ten angry parents led to 
the cancelation of an all-male 
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Tales of the City

American Family Association 
to write to Congress to pro¬ 
test taxpayer money going to 
fund such homosexual propa¬ 
ganda. 

However, despite Wild- 
mon’s ravings, the publicly- 
funded PBS did not finance 
Tales. Britain’s Channel 4 un¬ 
derwrote most of the $8 mil¬ 
lion for the original produc¬ 
tion, with PBS’s American 
Playhouse kicking in less 
than $1 million. For the se¬ 
quel, Channel 4 had asked 
PBS to pay for about half 
production costs, or roughly 
$4 million. But PBS balked 
and pulled the plug, claiming 
the money was needed to 
fund other projects. 

‘All I have to offer [as ex¬ 
planation] is my bewilder¬ 
ment and the personal belief 
that they have capitulated to 
pressure from extremists,” 
Maupin told the Los Angeles 
Times for a April 10 story. ‘‘I 
think they’re running scared 
at PBS when it comes to crit¬ 
icism from the religious right 
and chose simply not to get 
embroiled in the controversy 
one more time.” 


A real diversity? 

PBS’s top official for na¬ 
tional programming denied 
that content had anything to 
do with the decision. “We 
have not made it a practice of 


simply doing sequels [even 
on] the most successful pro¬ 
grams,” Jennifer Lawson told 
the Times. “I can understand 
Armistead Maupin’s disap¬ 
pointment [but] before it 
came at a much lower price, 
and we still have to consider 
other priorities [to bring] a 
real diversity of program¬ 
ming.” 

Maupin doesn’t buy that. 
He suspects that after the 
More Tales script circulated 
around PBS, American Play¬ 
house programmers were 
frightened by a storyline in¬ 
volving the coming out of a 
gay man to his mother after 
she has become involved in a 


Christian fundamentalist cam¬ 
paign against homosexuality. 

“Let me put it this way,” 
Maupin told the Times when 
asked why he didn’t think 
money was the issue. “Linsay 
Law [American Playhouse 
executive producer] spoke di¬ 
rectly to Lawson and asked 
her if PBS would be willing 
to run More Tales of the City 
if ‘American Playhouse’ 
found the means to finance it 
[independently]; she refused 
to give him an answer. 

“In other words, when we 
[hypothetically] eliminate all 
financial considerations, we 
were stonewalled.” 

Lawson told the Times 
she didn’t dispute the conver¬ 
sation with Law, but she does 
not discuss “hypotheticals.” 

Meanwhile, People for the 
American Way has entered 
the fray. Following Maupin’s 
public charges that PBS 
caved in to pressure from 
the AFA, Arthur J. Kropp, 
president of the 300,000-mem¬ 
ber of the non-partisan First 
Amendment watchdog group, 
denounced PBS for refusing 
to co-finance the sequel. 

“It’s a bad omen for free 
speech,” Kropp said, “when a 
few angry activists are al¬ 
lowed to control what the rest 
of us can watch on TV. We 
call on PBS to reconsider 
their decision, which amounts 
to blatant self-censorship.” 

There is no word yet on a 
gay-sponsored boycott of PBS 
or other such measures de¬ 
signed to support Maupin and 
counter Wildmon’s campaign.

dance performance scheduled 
for 1,000 fifth-graders, more 
than 100 calls from parents in 
favor of the program led to its 
reinstatement. 


The group 
also noticed 
increasing 
censorship by 
some liberals, 
including 
anti-porn 
feminists. 


And in St. Louis, despite 
an organized letter-writing 
campaign against a theater 
that produced John Guare’s 
Six Degrees of Separation - 
which includes nudity, strong 
language, and gay characters 
— the show went on. It sold 
out 29 of the 33 performances. 

Approximately half of the 
artistic challenges reported in 
1992 and in 1993 were made 
on account of nudity or sexu¬ 
al content. Thirteen percent 
were made because of gay 
content, and one-sixth be¬ 


cause of anti-religious themes. 

While People For the 
American Way attributed 
many of the artistic attacks to 
the religious right, the group 
also noted the increasing inci¬ 
dence of censorship used by 
some liberals, including anti¬ 
porn feminists. At the Univer¬ 
sity of Michigan Law School, 
for instance, videotapes and 
other materials examining the 
issue of prostitution came un¬ 
der attack. 

“These attacks are occur¬ 
ring across the political spec¬ 
trum,” Bonds said. “It’s really 
breaking out all over.” 

The data for the report, 
Artistic Freedom Under At¬ 
tack, Volume 2, was gathered 
through research that com¬ 
bined surveys of individual 
artists, outreach to arts orga¬ 
nizations and networks, and 
monitoring of state and local 
arts councils. 

Although the highest inci¬ 
dence of attacks occurred in 
the west (32 percent) and the 
northeast (27 percent), the re¬ 
searchers found that “this 
trend now permeates Ameri¬ 
ca’s heartland,” with 22 per¬ 
cent of the incidents reported 


in the midwest and 19 per¬ 
cent in the south. 

Bonds noted that anti-gay 
censorship in the arts illus¬ 
trates the use of the issue as a 
“wedge.” 

“The issue of homosexual¬ 
ity is something that can 
drive communities apart,” she 
said. “In Cobb County, what 
happened there is that a lot of 
the arts organizations didn’t 
feel comfortable being advo¬ 
cates for gay rights. I think 
that happens a lot, particular¬ 
ly on this set of issues.” 

To counter the censorship 
at local and state levels, the 
Artsave project advocates 
showing the artwork and 
holding a panel discussion in 
conjunction with it to discuss 
the issues that are raised. 

“What we believe needs to 
be taking place is more 
speech, not less,” Bonds said. 
“As a society we’ve become 
much more comfortable with 
censoring. [People For the 
American Way] believes that 
communities need to use the 
controversial art as an oppor¬ 
tunity to engage people 
around the controversies rep¬ 
resented.” T

A safety and pharmacokinetics study of BuCast, an 
analogue of Castanospermine that comes from Moreton 
Bay Chestnut trees.

The second study 
seeks HIV+ volunteers with fewer than 300 CD4 T-cells 
and fewer than 4 months prior ddl (unlimited prior AZT 
allowed).

NGLTFPiggybacks on the Hensons: 

Where's Your Money Going?

One of the strengths of the 
gay and lesbian community is 
its diversity: the way it cuts 
across racial, gender, and reli¬ 
gious lines; how it ranges in 
caste and class from the very 
poor to working class to fabu¬ 
lously wealthy, and how its 
organizational types run the 
gamut from grass roots ac¬ 
tivists to think tank intellectu¬ 
als. Unfortunately, the dis¬ 
crepancies can also be a 
weakness — not so much for 
the community itself as for 
some of its organizations. 
They, too, run the gamut: 
some are more effective on a 
grass roots level than others, 
some are more mired in slow- 
moving bureaucracy that pro¬ 
hibits quick responses. And, 
of course, they range from 
very poor to fabulously 
wealthy. 

In gay politics, as in nearly 
everything else, the primary 
question is money. Who has 
it? What does it mean if I give 
it? Who should I give it to? 
What’s done with it when I do 
give it? 

A case in point is the 
fundraising for Camp Sister 
Spirit that occurred in San 
Francisco the weekend of 
April 2 and 3. The trail of 
money collected by the Hen¬ 
sons, at speaking engage¬ 
ments and on the corner of 
Castro and 18th, is pretty 
straightforward. What was 
not used to pay their expens¬ 
es in San Francisco went di¬ 
rectly to Sister Spirit’s fund 
for golf carts, generators, ad¬ 
ditional security equipment, 
and other things they have 
needed since their neighbors 
began attacks on them in 
November, 1993. 

Such is not the case with 
all the money raised in the 
name of Sister Spirit and the 
Hensons, however. In the last 
few months, fundraising let¬ 
ters and telephone solicita¬ 
tions from the National Gay 
and Lesbian Task Force 
(NGLTF) referring to Camp 
Sister Spirit have been re¬ 
ceived by members of the 
community and have lead to 
questions, largely because of 
misperception. 

Sure? No. 

At the Saturday, April 2 
Sister Spirit fundraiser, the 
B.A.R. asked Robert Bray of 
NGLTF if any of the money 
raised in those solicitation let¬ 
ters would go to Camp Sister 
Spirit. “Sure it will,” he re¬ 
sponded. A call to NGLTF 
spokesperson David Smith at 
the group’s Washington head¬ 
quarters yielded a different 
response. “No,” said Smith, 


“that money is a fundraiser 
for NGLTF and some of it 
will go to support the work 
we are doing on their behalf 
with the Justice Department 
in bringing pressure to bear. 

“We’ve been responsible 
for the national media cover¬ 
age. We are responsible for 
the specific strategic media 
designed to create protections 
for the Hensons.” 

In addition, NGLTF has 
sponsored the Hensons on a 
trip to Washington, D.C. and 
has supplied other services. 
Bray and Smith are therefore 
both right — at least some of 
the money is used directly to 
support Sister Spirit — and 
wrong — the money is not giv¬ 
en directly and is used at the 
discretion of NGLTF. 

The national gay legal 
groups have also declined to 
directly contribute very much 
to the Hensons or their attor-

ney, David Daniels. He told 
the B.A.R. in a telephone in¬ 
terview that for two weeks he 
has been playing telephone 
tag with someone from the 
Gay and Lesbian section of 
the American Civil Liberties 
Union — “but we haven’t con¬ 
nected yet.” More encourag¬ 
ing, within the last two weeks 
Lambda Legal Defense has 
been in touch with him and 
had faxed him “helpful re¬ 
search information.” 

Since November of 1993, 
Daniels has worked alone on 
behalf of Wanda and Brenda 
on a pro bono (free) basis. 
He’s been overwhelmed by 
the amount of work he has 
had to do on behalf of his 
clients because of lawsuits 
and other actions taken by 
the anti-Sister Spirit group. 
But even after he got a death 
threat, and even with a “small 
drop-off’ in his other, for-pay, 
legal business, he’s not com¬ 


plaining. 

“In this case, I’ll need some 
help with expenses but I 
wouldn’t feel right profiting 
from it,” he said. “However, I 
do need to be able to cover 
the costs of expenses. I’m hes¬ 
itant to start this suit in feder¬ 
al court unless I’m sure of be¬ 
ing able to follow through, 
and that takes not only mon¬ 
ey but research.” 

He’s grateful for any help 
he can get, and said he would 
like to see some law students 
and researchers come to Mis¬ 
sissippi to give him a hand. “I 
can use people to do research, 
write motions, keep track of 
filings, that kind of thing.” 

For instance, Daniels is 
currently exploring the possi¬ 
bility of removing the nui¬ 
sance suit which has been 
filed against the Hensons into 
federal court. A former U.S. 
attorney, Daniels knows the 
amount of work needed to 
see these cases through. 

What do lawyers want? 

Daniels’s understanding of 
organizational function may 
be different than that of 
donors in the gay and lesbian 
community. Many, particular¬ 
ly working class gays, feel 
they contribute to national le¬ 
gal organizations as “an insur¬ 
ance policy.” Somehow it’s 
difficult for the average ac¬ 
tivist to understand that the 
agenda of a legal organization 
may be different than simple 
defense on gay issues — but 
may in fact be aimed at 
changing laws and establish¬ 
ing precedent. 

According to one attorney, 
“organizations that want to 
change the law really do have 
a different agenda. In fact, 
when injustices occur on local 
levels it helps move the legal 
system to redress. Those insti¬ 
tutions are not necessarily 
looking to use the laws al¬ 
ready on the books to protect 
people on the local level be¬ 
cause their focus is to create 
new law.” 

In fact, the activist attorney 
Alison Gude is planning for 
her next three-month sojourn 
at Camp Sister Spirit, and 
hopes to work with Daniels 
and “perhaps a team of other 
lawyers who will work with 
him as a team” to deal with 
the Hensons’ legal battles.

als. If, however, a company re¬ 
fuses to cooperate with the 
project by not releasing data 
and/or samples of a requested 
compound, the project will be 
empowered by Congress to 
use the powers of eminent do¬ 
main to procure samples and 
data. This power, generally 
used by the government to ob¬ 
tain land and buildings when 
constructing highways, also ex¬ 
tends to "intangible and corpo¬ 
real rights, such as contracts, 
franchises and patent rights. 
Idealistically, the powers of 
eminent domain would not 
ever need to be invoked. How¬ 
ever, the urgency that will be 
the hallmark of the AIDS 
Cure Act warrants the use of 
these powers during this pub¬ 
lic health crisis. 

We Must Act Now 

Working Groups dedicated 
to the passage of the AIDS 
Cure Act are being formed 
across the country. In San 
Francisco we need volunteers 
to work on all levels of AIDS 
activism: from lobbying gov¬ 
ernment officials to securing 
political endorsements to stag¬ 
ing direct action events.

HHV-6 as a Dominant 
AIDS Cofactor: Ruse or Reality?

Scientists reported in the 
March 5th edition of the 
British medical journal 
Lancet that active human 
herpes virus 6 (HHV-6) infec¬ 
tions ravaged all lung, lymph 
node, liver, and kidney tissues 
in nine out of nine AIDS pa¬ 
tients recently examined post¬ 
mortem (Lancet 342: 577-578 
[1994]). That leads to the ques¬ 
tion: is HHV-6 a new scourge 
that synergizes with HIV in 
severely immunocompro¬ 
mised individuals to bring 
about swift and certain death? 

According to the authors, 
Konstance Knox and Donald 
Carrigan of the Medical Col¬ 
lege of Wisconsin, “all study 
patients had significant lung 
disease at death, and respira¬ 
tory failure was the cause of 
death in six. Three had Pneu¬ 
mocystis carinii pneumonia 
(PCP), and cytomegalovirus 
(CMV) was the cause of fatal 
pneumonitis in one. HHV-6 
infected cells were observed 
in lung tissue in all nine, ... 
[and] was extensive enough in 
one patient to account for 
pneumonitis.” Macrophages 
and T-cells that had moved to 
the sites of tissue inflamma¬ 
tion were the specific targets 
of HHV-6 infection. 

The only criterion in¬ 
volved in selecting these par¬ 
ticular individuals for post¬ 
mortem study was that foscar¬ 
net and gancyclovir, two 
drugs effective against herpes 
viruses, were not included in 
their treatment regimen. 

Have other cases of active 
HHV-6 infection in lung tis¬ 
sue of immunocompromised 
individuals suffering from 
pneumonitis been document¬ 
ed in the medical literature? 
Yes. In a study of immuno¬ 
compromised bone marrow 
transplant recipients, HHV-6 
DNA was detected in 15 of 15 
patients suffering from pneu¬ 
monitis; six patients had lev¬ 
els of HHV-6 DNA that were 
elevated ten- to 500-fold above 
that of the other patients or 
15 immunocompetent control

subjects who were HHV-6 
seropositive but not suffering 
from pneumonitis. Elevated 
levels of HHV-6 DNA are in¬ 
dicative of active viral replica¬ 
tion. Organ transplant recipi¬ 
ents must take high doses of 
immunosuppressive drugs to 
prevent organ transplant re¬ 
jection. In this study, HHV-6 
DNA levels were found to 
correlate with diagnosis of id¬ 
iopathic cytomegalovirus-neg¬ 
ative pneumonitis and the 
severity of graft versus host 
disease (New England Jour¬ 
nal of Medicine 329:151-161 
[1993]). 

HHV-6, A Newly 
Discovered Virus 

HHV-6 is not to be con¬ 
fused with herpes simplex 
viruses 1 and 2, viruses that 
give rise to oral and genital 
herpes, respectively. Its clos¬ 
est relative is cytomegalovirus 
(CMV), and like this virus, it’s 
detectable in a majority of hu¬ 
mans and remains latent un¬ 
less triggered to reactivate by 
unknown factors. Reactiva¬ 
tion frequently occurs in im¬ 
munocompromised individu¬ 
als. 

HHV-6 was discovered in 
1986 in individuals with lym- 
phoproliferative disorders,

and was initially called hu¬ 
man B-lymphotrophic virus 
(HBLV) because it was isolat¬ 
ed in immune system B-cells. 
Later, the virus was shown to 
exhibit a strong tropism for 
other immune cells, including 
T-helper (CD4+) cells, killer 
(CD8+) T-cells, and natural 
killer (NK) cells; it was subse¬ 
quently renamed human her¬ 
pesvirus 6. The salivary 
glands are a major site of la¬ 
tent infection; saliva and kiss¬ 
ing are suspected to be impor¬ 
tant modes of viral transmis¬ 
sion from one individual to 
another. 

There are two types of 
HHV-6, variant A and variant 
B. The pathological differ¬ 
ences between the two vari¬ 
ants are not yet understood, 
but variant A has frequently 
been identified as active in 
immunocompromised adults, 
while variant B plays a 
prominent role in childhood 
diseases: more than 90 per¬ 
cent of all individuals become 
infected with variant B before 
the age of four. HHV-6 vari¬ 
ant B is responsible for a con¬ 
dition known as exanthem 
subitum in infants; its telltale 
clinical signs include high 
fever and rash. A fatal case of 
disseminated HHV-6 infection 
was recently reported in a 13- 
month-old child (Journal of 
PediatricsUO: 921-923 [1992]). 
HHV-6 has also been impli¬ 
cated in a childhood disease 
known as fatal haemophago- 
cytic syndrome, in which red 
blood cells are consumed and 
destroyed by white blood 
cells (Lancet 336: 60-61 
[1990]).

As to the role of variant A 
in infection of immunocom¬ 
promised adults, Sharon De- 
whurst places the issue into 
proper context (Journal of 
ClinicalMicrobiology3\: 416- 
418 [1993]): “isolates that have 
been derived from immuno¬ 
compromised individuals or 
patients with other disorders 
may be unrepresentative of 
the population at large. Sec¬ 
ond, it may be possible that 
HHV-6 variant A may have a 
greater propensity for latency, 
reactivation, or sequelae in 
adults. Third, the peak age 
for primary infection with 
HHV-6 variant A may be lat¬ 
er that that for infection with 
HHV-6 variant B, and finally 
initial infection with HHV-6 
variant A may be clinically in- 
apparent or may cause non- 
febrile [nonfever] illness.” 

One thing is certain: vari¬ 
ant A is not some recently 
mutated version of variant B 
that is more pathological, nor 
is it an isolate from some 
strange or exotic place like 
Africa or Asia. It has been de¬ 
tected in blood samples 
frozen away decades ago. 

Nonetheless, HHV-6 vari¬ 
ant A may present a special 
threat to immunocompro¬ 
mised individuals: a dramatic 
shift from active variant B to 
variant A occurred in an im¬ 
munocompromised bone mar¬ 
row transplant recipient just 
before the individual died of 
graft versus host disease, with 
pneumonitis as a complica¬ 
tion. The recipient had re¬ 
mained positive for variant B 
and negative for variant A up 
to a week before the patient’s 
death (New England Journal 
of Medicine 329: 1818 (1993]). 
Ironclad conclusions could 
not be drawn regarding the 
role of HHV-6 variant A in 
this case because permission 
to do a lung biopsy was not 
granted. 

HHV-6, HIV, and 
Progression to AIDS 

In a controversial editorial 
(Lancet 343:555-556 (1994]) 
that accompanied the article 
by Knox and Carrigan dis¬ 
cussed in the opening para¬ 
graphs of this article, Paolo 
Lusso and Robert Gallo of 
the National Cancer Institute 
wrote, “ the unique biological 
properties of HHV-6, especial¬ 
ly its ‘immunotropic’ nature 
and its positive interactions 
with HIV, strongly suggest 
that, once reactivated in the 
course of HIV infection, it 
may have detrimental effects 
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on the immune system and 
expedite progression of the 
disease. [Italics added for em¬ 
phasis] ... In particular, we 
now know that HHV-6 ... 
stimulates the release of HIV- 
activating cytokines and in¬ 
duces de novo expression of 
the major HIV receptor, CD4, 
in mature CD8 T lympho¬ 
cytes and natural killer cells, 
thereby broadening the range 
of HIV-susceptible cells.” 

Does the evidence really 
support Gallo’s sweeping, 
grandiose statement? No. Ev¬ 
idence that HHV-6 speeds 
progression from an HIV-pos¬ 
itive asymptomatic state to 
full-blown AIDS has been 
convincingly rebuked. Evi¬ 
dence that HHV-6 can broad¬ 
en the range of HIV-suscepti¬ 
ble cells is lukewarm. 

In a study by Thomas Spira 
and collaborators at the Center 
for Disease Control in Atlanta 
(Journal of Infectious Diseases 
161: 567-570 [1990]), the correla¬ 
tion between HHV-6 infection 
and the course of HIV infec¬ 
tion was studied in 78 AIDS 
patients, 81 HIV-positive 
asymptomatic individuals, and 
55 HIV-negative controls. Sev¬ 
eral important observations 
were made: 

(1) Asymptomatic individu¬ 
als who progresssed to AIDS 
during the four or more years 
follow-up period did not differ 
substantially from those 
asymptomatics who did not 
progress to AIDS during this 
time frame in either percent¬ 
age HHV-6 seropositivity (62.5 
percent vs. 66.7 percent) or dis¬ 
tribution of anti-HHV-6 anti¬ 
body titers. In other words, 
there was no correlation be¬ 
tween the presence or absence 
of HHV-6 and progression to 
AIDS. 

(2) There were “no signifi¬ 
cant differences in the percent¬ 
age of HHV-6 [antibody] titers 
between HIV-positive men 


with lymphadenopathy early 
in their infection compared 
with HIV-negative men from 
the same geographic area,” im¬ 
plying that that HIV-positives 
were not more likely to be¬ 
come infected by HHV-6. 

(3) The authors did not ob¬ 
serve a higher incidence of 
pneumonitis or any other op¬ 
portunistic condition in AIDS 
patients who were HHV-6 
seropositive during the course 
of this study, so it’s hard to at¬ 
tribute HHV-6 as causative to 
a particular disease or condi¬ 
tion. 

The only caveat in inter¬ 
preting the Spira study was 
that it was not reported what 
percentage, if any, of the

AIDS patients were taking 
gancyclovir or foscarnet, drugs 
that block HHV-6 replication. 
In this respect, the Spira study 
cannot be compared to the re¬ 
sults of Knox and Carrigan. 

Interpreting the dynamics 
of HHV-6 and HIV interaction 
in severely immunocompro¬ 
mised individuals in the late 
stages of AIDS is difficult. It 
seems probable that latent 
HHV-6 can reactivate and 
cause serious opportunistic 
complications in immune cells. 
There are contrary opinions as 
to whether HHV-6 can activate 
latent HIV in immune cells, 


whereby the two viruses 
would act in a synergistic, de¬ 
structive manner (Lusso and 
others, Nature 337: 370-373 
(1989), Carrigan and others, 
Journal of InfectiousDiseases 
162: 844-851 (1990]). But even if 
HHV-6 actually inhibits HIV 
replication when the two 
viruses cohabitate the same 
cell, as Carrigan maintains, 
HHV-6 may still kill the im¬ 
mune cells and lead to deple¬ 
tion of T-cells all by itself. 

Lifestyle 

The worst-case scenario has 
not materialized: HHV-6 vari¬ 
ant A is not a new, unstop¬ 
pable pathogen that arose in 
deepest Africa or some other 
obscure locale, which then 
spread rapidly in the civilized 
world because of sexually 
promiscuous behavior and 
(gasp!) kissing, and was later 
found to cause or accelerate 
immunodeficiency. Neither the 
nine patients characterized by 
Knox and Carrigan, the infant 
who suffered from fatal dis¬ 
seminated HHV-6 infection, 
nor the organ transplant recip¬ 
ients need have suffered the 
ravaging and potentially fatal 
consequences of “runaway” 
HHV-6 infection. As Knox and 
Carrigan reported, HHV-6 is 
effectively treated by foscarnet 
and gancyclovir. Acyclovir, an¬ 
other herpes virus replication 
blocker, is less effective. 

No more inflammatory 
statements by Berkeley profes¬ 
sor Peter Duesberg — who has 
claimed that the “homosexual 
lifestyle,” rather than HIV (or 
HHV-6), causes AIDS — are 
needed. If AIDS is a conse¬ 
quence of the “homosexual 
lifestyle,” HIV-2 could not 
cause AIDS-like symptoms in 
chimpanzees and macaques, 
and babies of HIV-positive 
mothers would not develop 
AIDS. Lifestyle attributions 
are not a propos. ▼ 


Docs Say Thalidomide 
Might Be Good For You

Biotech company Celgene 
Corp. said Thursday that it 
has received government ap¬ 
proval to begin Phase II hu¬ 
man clinical trials of the once- 
notorious drug thalidomide 
for treatment of weight loss 
among people with AIDS. 

“Based on clinical evidence 
to date, we believe [thalido¬ 
mide] will prove to be a safe 
and effective treatment” for 
AIDS-related weight loss, Cel¬ 
gene President Sol Barer said 
in announcing his company’s 
plans to begin Phase II trials 
during the second quarter. 

Calgene said that due to 
previous scientific studies of 
thalidomide, the FDA agreed 
to let the company begin 
Phase II clinical trials—which 
determine a drug’s efficacy — 
without first conducting 
Phase I trials to ascertain the 
substance’s safety. 

The FDA’s decision came 
despite thalidomide’s infa¬ 
mous history; it is still well 
remembered for causing limb 
deformities in babies born to 
women who took it as an 
anti-nausea medication during 
pregnancy. 

However, Barer said, U.S. 
doctors have since used 
thalidomide as leprosy treat¬ 
ment for some 20 years. 

Warren, New Jersey-based 
Celgene said studies have also 
shown the drug down-regu- 
lates patient production of a 
substance called “tumor 
necrosis factor alpha” (TNFa) 


without causing general im¬ 
munosuppression. 

The company said elevated 
TNFa levels “have been 
strongly implicated” in weight 
loss associated with AIDS 
and other diseases. 

Celgene added that it and 
the National Institute of Aller¬ 
gy and Infectious Diseases 
also plan to evaluate thalido¬ 
mide as a general treatment 
for AIDS and HIV infection. 

The company said that in 
preclinical research, thalido¬ 
mide inhibited activation of 
HIV in the blood cells of 16 of 
17 tested patients at various 
stages of HIV infection. 

“It is hypothesized that by 
regulating the production of 
TNFa, [thalidomide] may sig¬ 
nificantly slow the progres¬ 
sion of the disease,” Celgene 
said in a statement. 

Barer said that despite 
thalidomide’s negative histo¬ 
ry, Celgene believes it could 
successfully market that sub¬ 
stance if it proves valuable in 
the AIDS fight. 

“There are many drugs 
currently used that are terato¬ 
genic [cause birth defects],” 
the executive said. “You 
would just have to make sure 
it was properly labeled and 
not prescribed to women who 
are pregnant.” 

Barer said New York’s 
Rockefeller University has 
filed for a U.S. “use patent” 
covering thalidomide’s appli¬ 
cation as an AIDS treatment, 
with Celgene holding rights 
as exclusive licensee. ▼

HIV+ Participants for a Gene Therapy Trial

When Dr. Mel White, ex¬ 
ghostwriter for Jerry Falwell 
and Pat Robertson, appeared 
on CBS’s 60 Minutes in 
March, his final statements 
angered many members of 
the gay and lesbian communi¬ 
ty. Not that his words hadn’t 
offended them before, but 
this time he was supposed to 
be connecting with the com¬ 
munity as a gay man himself, 
not annoying them. 

The reason for the anger: 
White was asked it he would 
choose the homosexuality he 
now acknowledges, he re¬ 
sponded with a politically in¬ 
correct, “I wouldn’t choose it. 

I don’t know anyone who 
would choose it. For 35 years 
I rejected it.” 

This past Saturday, White 
appeared at A Different Light 
on the Castro to explain what 
happened on television. 

“Who came here to boo 
me?” were the first words 
from his lips. When he 
learned that was not why 
most of the crowd had assem¬ 
bled he told the listeners that 
he had been misquoted, and 
that the most important part 
of what he said — “We don’t 
choose it. It’s a gift from God,” 
— was cut from the final edit. 

Many people in the crowd 
were less interested in the 60 
Minutes controversy than in 
why White suddenly came 
out of the closet, whether he 
could or should be trusted, 
and how he could make up 
for past transgressions. “He 
did a lot of damage,” one per¬ 
son muttered. “How can he 
no longer be responsible?” 

White downplays possible 
damage, saying, “I never 
wrote against gays and les¬ 
bians. I wrote about them.” 


He also sees himself as a 
victim, saying, “I thought I 
was a sinner, which led to 25 
years of exorcism, electro¬ 
shock, and reparative therapy. 
I resisted God’s greatest love 
for me.” 

Today, White has changed 
out of his figurative hairshirt. 
Now he wears a pink triangle 
emblazoned with a cross, to 
communicate the message (as 
he put it), “I’m gay, I’m Chris¬ 
tian: if you don’t like it — sor¬ 
ry.” And along with that 
change came others, both 
large and small. He still loves 
God and “believes in the 
Bible” as a spirit of inspira¬ 
tion, but now believes, as he 
says in his book, Stranger At 
The Gate, that gays are part 
of the flock. 

“God loves you,” he said at 
A Different Light, still the 
evangelist. “Your higher pow¬ 
er made you gay and lesbian. 
... Celebrate it. For those 
who are not so comfortable 
with Christianity, White also 
suggests a “Zen gay and les¬ 
bian organization or any 
group supportive of [them].” 

One of the greatest 
changes in White’s life is his 
opinion of Falwell: once 
friends, they no longer speak. 
In fact, Falwell refused a re¬ 
quest from 60 Minutes for 
the two to appear together on 
camera. 

“Jerry Falwell loves his 
church, staff, and all that 
crap,” White told the audi¬ 
ence at A Different Light. 
“He is sincere; sincerely 
wrong.” 

Later, White discussed the 
passage from Leviticus 20:13, 
“If a man lies with a man as 
one lies with a woman, both 
of them have done what is de¬ 
testable. They must be put to 
death; their blood will be on

their own heads.” In the cen¬ 
turies since Leviticus was 
written, according to White, 
it, like the rest of the Bible, 
has been arbitrarily divided 
into “verses” that now ob¬ 
scure the integrity of the 
whole — which also mandates 
a death sentence for those 
who curse their parents or 
commit adultery. Leviticus 
also clearly states that those 
who wear “clothing woven of 
two kinds of material” and 
who “plant fields with two 
kinds of materials” shall be 
“Cut off from my people” 
[Leviticus 18:29], but how that 
is to be done is unclear. 

White made it known that 
many followers of religious 
extremism believe that God 
spoke in Leviticus and are 
prepared to hire civil servants 
to do the dirty work of exter¬ 
minating homosexuals. “Be¬ 


hind the patina of civility,” he 
said, “is death.”

Habitues of upper Market 
are wondering what the re¬ 
cent addition of two new bars 
to the neighborhood may por¬ 
tend. Both establishments, the 
Lucky 13 and the Drunk 
Tank, have opened since the 
beginning of the year in for¬ 
mer gay venues, and both are 
now aimed at predominantly 
heterosexual clienteles. 

Before the new bars 
opened, only one non-gay bar, 
the Exchange, could be found 
on Market between Valencia 
and Castro. But with Lucky 
13 open at the site of the for¬ 
mer Corral, and the Drunk 
Tank at the site of the Eagle 
Creek Saloon, there are now 
three gay bars and three 
straight bars along that 
stretch of Market. 

Actually, employees of 
both new venues say the 
“straight bar” tag is a mis¬ 
nomer. “We serve every¬ 
body,” a Drunk Tank bar¬ 
tender told the B.A.R., and a 
Lucky 13 employee respond¬ 
ed to the question, “Is this a 
straight bar or a gay bar?” 
with an annoyed, “Neither. 
It’s a bar.” Even so, both es¬ 
tablishments are currently 
serving mostly heterosexuals. 

Judging from occasional 
spot-checks of the bars, how¬ 
ever, neither seems to be 
serving very many. Certainly 
neither is as popular as last 
year’s straight-to-gay trans¬ 
formed bar, now called the 
Jackhammer. (Before its con¬ 
version it was the ironically 
named “Dicks,” a moniker the

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Gays in the Military: 

Now It's the Battle of Britain

LONDON (UPI) - Britain 
has moved to decriminalize 
homosexual activity in its 
armed forces, but an amend¬ 
ment being considered by 
Parliament would still allow 
the military to expel or bar 
lesbians and gays from ser¬ 
vice, the Ministry of Defense 
said Wednesday, April 13. 

Under the change to the 
Criminal Justice and Public 
Order Bill, active gay men or 
lesbians in the military would 
no longer face criminal 
charges, but could still be ex¬ 
cluded or dismissed from the 
forces. 

The new clause, intro¬ 
duced by Armed Forces Min¬ 
ister Jeremy Hanley, stipu¬ 
lates that “homosexual acts of 
a kind legal in civilian law 
would no longer be an of¬ 


fense under service law.” 

The amendment followed 
the recommendations of a 
House of Commons Select 
Committee in June 1992. It 
was officially included in the 
bill late Tuesday night. 

It would repeal the special 
provisions of Britain’s Sexual 
Offenses Act that make sex 
between men in the armed 
forces a crime, although the 
same law decriminalized gay 
sexual acts between consent¬ 
ing males over 21. 

“Still the policy to exclude" 

A Ministry of Defense 
spokeswoman said recent leg¬ 
islation lowering the legal age 
of consent to 18 would be un¬ 
affected, because consensual 
sex between men over any le¬ 
gal age would no longer be a 
crime. 

“But it is still armed forces 


policy to exclude homosexu¬ 
als because of the special con¬ 
ditions of service,” she added. 
“They may be fired, but not 
prosecuted.” 

The gay and lesbian lobby 
group Stonewall gave a cau¬ 
tious welcome to the amend¬ 
ment. 

“It does not change any¬ 
thing for most gays and les¬ 
bians in the armed forces be¬ 
cause they still face automatic 
dismissal just for being gay, 
even if there has been no sex¬ 
ual activity,” said Roger 
Goode, a Stonewall spokes¬ 
person. 

“However, it is progress,” 
he added, “because it should 
now mean an end to the cruel 
and humiliating investigation 
procedures of gathering bod¬ 
ily evidence to prosecute men 
on charges of being gay in the 
forces.” ▼ 


Russian Gay Wedding 
Halted—but Not Ended

MOSCOW (UPI) - A Rus¬ 
sian man and his male com¬ 
panion said Tuesday, April 12 
they will go to Parliament to 
challenge Russia’s laws on 
matrimony, after a Moscow 
palace of weddings refused to 
register their marriage. 

The head of the registry 
office told the two men that a 
1969 Russian law only allows 
marriage between a man and 
a woman, but advised them 
to appeal to the Duma or low¬ 
er house of Parliament for le¬ 
gal recognition. 

“We feel we have a right 
to get married, and if it’s nec¬ 
essary to take it to the Duma 
and ask them for this right, 
then we will ask them,” said 
41-year-old Italian-American 
artist Robert Filippini, one 
half of the gay couple in¬ 
volved in Tuesday’s event. 

Filippini’s partner, 20-year- 
old journalist Yaroslav 
Mogutin, told a crowd of for¬ 
eign and Russian reporters 
that while he was disappoint¬ 


ed by the outcome, he was 
pleased the abortive wedding 
had aroused so much public 
interest. 

Russian-American ties 

“This is an artistic-political 
action to demonstrate 
strengthening Russian-Amer¬ 
ican ties,” Mogutin said. “The 
most important thing is to at¬ 
tract attention to society’s 
hypocritical morality and 
protest homophobia.” 

Filippini and Mogutin, car¬ 
rying a bouquet of white ros¬ 
es and a banana, presented 
their passports to Wedding 
Palace Director Carmen 
Bruyeva, but were met with a 
stony-faced “nyet.” 

Bruyeva told the men she 
could be reprimanded for reg¬ 
istering a gay marriage, 
which would in any case be 
invalid, and urged them to 
seek an amendment of Rus¬ 
sian law. 

But Zhenya Debryanskaya, 
leader of Russia’s main gay 
and lesbian rights organiza¬ 
tion, said the likelihood of 


finding a champion of gay 
marriage in a Duma dominat¬ 
ed by hard-line communists 
and nationalists was bleak. 

“Gays and lesbians have no 
representation in Parliament,” 
she said. “How are we going 
to find anyone to raise this is¬ 
sue there?” 

Debryanskaya said the le¬ 
galization of homosexual mar¬ 
riage would be important for 
insurance purposes, as well as 
allowing gays and lesbians to 
bequeath property and pass 
on custody of their children 
to their partners. 

Although Tuesday’s result 
was a setback for them, the 
fact that Filippini and 
Mogutin were able to arrange 
their attention-grabbing nup¬ 
tials at all was a testament to 
how far Russia’s gays have 
come in recent years. 

A year ago, the two men 
may have faced a three-year 
prison sentence under a Sovi¬ 
et law banning consenting sex 
between males which was 
only removed from Russia’s 
statute books last spring. T 


The Mafia Foots the Bill

RIO DE JANEIRO - The 
discovery that an illegal gam- 
fa ling organization contributed 
large sums of money to 
Brazil’s AIDS prevention pro¬ 
grams sparked a new ethics 
debate in the country Friday, 
April 8. 

Computer disks and ac¬ 
counts books seized in a raid 
on an illegal casino showed 
that at least 100 policemen, 
judges, and politicians — in-

Co¬ 
hosted by a major alcohol dis¬ 
tributor, the club offers an 
open-bar bon-voyage party, an 
open-bar flight to New York, 
and more parties on the other 
end, including one on the air¬ 
craft carrier Intrepid. 

In short, you can get snock- 
ered and stay snockered for 
the whole event. You might 
have such a good, booze- 
soaked time that you won’t

remember anything that hap¬ 
pened; you’ll take off on Fri¬ 
day and come to a week later, 
with a hangover and a suit¬ 
case full of souvenir 
tchotchkes. 

I’m afraid that these High 
Milers have misjudged their 
market in sending this come- 
on to me. Ever since an un¬ 
fortunate brush with Ri¬ 
fabutin, my liver has been 
rather delicate, to the point 
that Bristol-Myers has threat¬ 
ened to cut off my “compas¬ 
sionate access” to D4T (the 
newest nuke on the block) if 
my liver functions rise even a 
few more points. Accordingly, 
I limit myself to about one 
beer a week, and therefore 
wouldn’t be able to get my 
money’s worth from all those 
open bars.

The 
in-flight movie can be Reefer 
Madness, and the music can 
include a good assortment of 
reggae and rasta bands. The 
overhead oxygen masks can 
be converted to hookahs for 
the occasion, and instead of 
an open bar, there would be a 
generous and varied assort¬ 
ment of munchies. 

Experts in the field can 
give talks and demonstrations 
on the appropriate use of 


marijuana for medical purpos¬ 
es. And when we arrive, if we 
still care and can find our 
way around, we can all march 
together in a contingent that 
calls for the legalization of 
dope for therapeutic use. In¬ 
stead of losing thousands of 
brain cells and pushing my 
poor liver over the edge, I 
could even gain a few pounds 
as well as making a political 
statement. 

Show and tell 

For the truly political we 
can sponsor the “Mile-High 
Militants.” This would be for 
hard-core politicos and street 
activists who really want to 
get into the original spirit of 
Stonewall.

AB101, the gay rights bills. 
Live footage or at least photo 
montages of these events can 
take the place of in-flight 
movies. And the flight atten¬ 
dants, instead of demonstrat¬ 
ing how to die politely if the 
plane crashes, can show how 
to go limp or handcuff your¬ 
self to a federal building. 

Instead of having a party 
on the Intrepid, we’ll just go 
to the harbor and seize a war¬ 
ship by force, or perhaps with 
the collusion of some gay 
sailors. After partying on it all 
night, we can use it to bom¬ 
bard Manhattan police sta¬ 
tions, and then turn it over to 
Denmark (one of the few na¬ 
tions that allows gay mar¬ 
riages). When a “Mile High” 
clubber boastfully displays his 
special Stonewall souvenir 
friendship ring (or cock ring), 
you can counter by introduc¬ 
ing him to the hunky Marine 
you hooked up with in the 
course of the event (this is 
called “Show and Tell,” and 
it’s a lot more fun than “Don’t 
Ask, Don’t Tell”). 

Good air flow 

My personal favorite, how¬ 
ever, would probably be the 
Safe Sex club, a flight dedi¬ 
cated to the fullest possible 
exploration of safe sex tech¬ 
niques. Flight attendants

but helped to give them more 
life,” Darcy said. 

Attorney General Aristides 
Junqueira said receiving mon¬ 
ey from clandestine gambling 
was not a crime in itself. 

“It is a question of ethics. I 
accepted de Souza’s explana¬ 
tions because he is a man 
who cares about Brazilians as 
few others do,” Junqueira 
said. 

“Betinho accepted money 
from the mafia for his 
campaign against AIDS. I 
don’t know if the end justifies 
the means, but however bad 
the means, it is understand¬ 
able to accept them if the in¬ 
terest is public,” he continued. 

Movie director Silvio 


Tendler said the debate 
shows that each Brazilian has 
his own code of ethics, “and 
that is madness.” 

Writer Armando Freitas 
also condemned de Souza, 
saying money “from an un¬ 
healthy source will end up 
contaminating the initiatives 
it is applied to.” 

The newspaper Jornal do 
Brasil joined in the debate on 
its editorial pages Friday, un¬ 
der the heading, “Everything 
Is Rotten.” 

“With Betinho’s admission 
that he received $40,000 from 
the mafia, Brazil’s public 
ethics were orphaned,” the 
newspaper said. 

Souza, who is himself HIV¬ 
positive, told reporters the 
revelation “has taken an enor¬ 
mous weight from me, and I 
don’t feel guilty.” T 
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would be scantily clad, per¬ 
haps wearing nothing more 
than some strategically placed 
latex. A corps of highly 
trained and attractive safe sex 
educators would patrol the 
aisles and offer helpful ad¬ 
vice. Special seats that recline 
almost flat would have to be 
installed for the occasion. 

Due to the current debates 
over what, exactly, constitutes 
safe sex, we would probably 
have to divide the plane into 
special sections.

Of course, the locks would 
have to be removed from the 
bathroom doors: current safe 
sex standards do not allow 
private or lockable spaces 
anywhere in the environment. 

What does it have to do 
with Stonewall? Well, noth¬ 
ing at all, but then, what does 
vodka have to do with Stone¬ 
wall? Clearly, relevance can 
be allowed to take second 
place to fun. 

And if fun is what we’re 
after, why not have the Ni¬ 
trous Flight? Some airlines 
have taken to reducing the 
flow of fresh air during trips. 
The recycled air is a lot less 


comfortable and a hell of a lot 
less healthy, but it does save 
the airlines a few bucks. In¬ 
stead, let’s circulate a mixture 
of fresh air and nitrous oxide. 
It won’t matter what the in¬ 
flight movie is; I guarantee 
that everyone will be laugh¬ 
ing nonstop for the entire 
flight. 

The founders of the “Mile 
High” club have a valid point. 
Perhaps we’ve let fighting for 
our rights get too drab, too 
businesslike, and have lost 
that early liberationist spirit. 
But instead of merely replac¬ 
ing it with alcoholic spirits, 
let’s get really creative. We 
can’t get married; we can’t 
serve in the military; we don’t 
have many rights, but we do 
know how to have fun, and I 
hope we never lose that. ▼

J ohn Waters’ 1970 feature 
Multiple Maniacs opened 
with a barker luring in¬ 
quisitive suburbanites in¬ 
to Lady Divine’s “Caval¬ 
cade of Perversion.”

woman (Divine) who bragged 
about blowing ’60s serial killer 
Richard Speck. 

Maniacs, which a noted 
critic dubbed “one of Waters’ 
wildest and most wonderfully 
hostile works,” suggested, as 
did the director’s next few ef¬ 
forts, that the law-abiding 
middle class secretly envied 
its outcasts’ forays into the 
forbidden.

Maniacs was strictly cult 
stuff upon its release, but 
things have changed so much 
in the past 24 years that one 
would have to flout all the 
above taboos to warrant an 
invitation to The Montel 
Williams Show or Geraldo,

Thomas Avena's 'Life Sentences' 

Poetic Justice 


by Paul Bollwinkel 

I f anything good can be 
said to have come from 
the horror of AIDS it’s 
knowing that the disease 
has served as potent inspira¬ 
tion for artists, musicians and 
writers the world over. From 
popular works like Jeffrey 
and the movie version of And 
the Band Played On, to the 
more eclectic, elliptical art 
found in the new anthology 
Life Sentences: Writers, 
Artists and AIDS, the plague 
has resulted in what editor 
Thomas Avena calls, “the 
struggle to make peace with 
the imperiled body.” 

Through poetry, inter¬ 
views and prose, Life Sen¬ 
tences brings together a di¬ 
verse group of creators — 
most seropositive themselves, 
all extensively and personally 
involved with AIDS — who 
scream, whisper, and often 
simply explain, what it means 
to live with AIDS. The result 
is a revelatory experience that 
is at turns moving, challeng¬ 
ing and maddening. At times 
the book is dense, puzzling, 
while at others, it is all too ac¬ 
cessible. 

Many of the contributor’s 
names will be familiar to gay 
readers. Avena interviews Ed¬ 
mund White, Marlon Riggs, 
photographer Nan Goldin and 
composer/performer Diaman- 
da Galas. Tony Kushner con¬ 
tributes a profound mono¬ 
logue on loss and there are 
beautiful prose meditations 
by poets William Dickey, Bo 
Huston, David Wojnarowicz, 
Essex Hemphill and Avena 
himself. Works by Tory Dent, 


Thom Gunn and Severo Sar- 
duy are also included. Emerg¬ 
ing writer Adam Klein pro¬ 
vides a startling account of 
painters Jerome Caja and the 
late Charles Sexton. 

Thomas Avena, 34, is the 
founder of the literary jour¬ 
nal, Bastard Review. He is a 
long-term survivor himself 
and an active member in the 
guerilla movement searching 
for alternative therapies to 
combat AIDS. In a recent 
conversation in his Tender¬ 
loin apartment, I found that 
Avena is both soft-spoken and 
outspoken, articulate and ex¬ 
tremely gracious.

Paul Bollwinkel: What in¬ 
spired you to create Life 
Sentences? 

Thomas Avena: I wanted 
to work with the idea of the 
divestiture of the body be¬ 
cause it’s a critical issue for 
me — working with the body 
so that I can actually physical¬ 
ly and intellectually create 
art. It’s very hard to do that 
when you’re in a battle to sur¬ 
vive. In the interview with 
Marlon Riggs we talk specifi¬ 
cally about the will to defer 
death in order to create. This 
sort of bright, hot burning 
that goes on during the pro¬ 
cess. 

William Dickey’s piece, 

“Last Time,” is an inspired 
way atari the Dock. 

I open the book with 
William Dickey because there 
is optimism in his piece. Al¬ 
though it’s very elegant, it 


deals with difficult questions 
deriving not only from his 
own experience with AIDS 
but from an historical and cul¬ 
tural outlook. I wanted that 
very large, broad perspective 
which includes both optimism 
and anger. 

Who is the audience for this 
book? Serious readers? 

TA: Yes. A small audience. 
The small audience of people 
who read books (he laughs). 
Artists. Anyone who is inter-

ested in what it means to 
keep going during critical ill¬ 
ness. What one gains and 
what one loses. 

How does AIDS inspire an 
artist? 

AIDS can clarify values. It 
intensifies and sharpens. If 
there’s anything positive to 
come out of this it is clarifica¬ 
tion of personal values. For 
artists, many of whom are 
young, perhaps their work

Mary Louise Parker will 
also star alongside Whoopi 
Goldberg in Warner’s up¬ 
coming film Boys on the 
Side, in which Parker plays a 
straight woman with AIDS 
who befriends a lesbian 
played by Drew Barry¬ 
more (her second girl-kiss- 
girl role). One official at 
Warners, a source tells me, 
said, “We’ll downplay the 


AIDS angle because very few 
heterosexual women have 
AIDS, and it really doesn’t 
matter what she’s dying of.” 
They’ll be billing it as a 
“Terms of Endearment- like 
female roadie.” 

Back at the Gay and Les¬ 
bian Festival: word has it that 
festival programmers will 
screen a show called Camp 
Christmas, which caused 
British bishops and conserva¬ 
tive politicians to ask ques¬ 
tions in parliament about the 
appropriateness of queer cel¬ 
ebration at Christmastime (it 
was broadcast on Christmas 
Eve last year). More amazing 
are the stars who came out 
and signed up for this all¬ 
queer Perry Como-style 
homo holiday special: Marti¬ 
na Navratilova, Derek Jar-, 
man, Melissa Etheridge, 
Andy Bell, Quentin Crisp, 
Armistead Maupin, Lea 
Delaria, Sir Ian McKellen 
and Colonel Margarethe 
Cammermeyer. Dear Lea 
shocked the nation by saying 
the word “pussy” on prime¬ 
time TV, which is more than 
she could do on the U.S. Ca¬ 
ble show Out There, earlier 
this year. 

The festival itself is getting 
good advance word from 
some very unlikely sources, 
for instance CNN’s Crossfire 
and actor Alec Baldwin. 
Apparently last week, on a 
heated episode of Crossfire, 
Republican Congressman 
Robert Dornan spoke out 
against NEA support for the 
festival, a luxury the Lesbian 
& Gay Film Festival has not 
had for three years. Dornan 
described the festival as “fos¬ 
tering tolerance of sadism and 
masochism.” Baldwin, who 
was a guest on the show with 
Dornan (the subject was “Art 
Wars”) quickly rejoined that 
gay film festivals are impor¬ 
tant because they foster toler¬ 
ance.” 


Even hosts Pat 
Buchanan (who, with each 
passing day, begins to look 
more and more like a battery- 
operated rubber chicken) and 
Michael Kinsley couldn’t 
resist shouting each other 
down. Kinsley attacked 
Buchanan for “trying to make 
a fuss” about the late Marlon 
Riggs film Tongues Untied, 
which Buchanan denigrated 
in TV campaigns during his 
pathetic bid for the presiden¬ 
cy two years ago. 

It was just a matter of 
time. Theater director 
Christopher Ashley will 
soon make his directorial 
screen debut with the AIDS- 
themed comedy Jeffrey, an 
adaptation of Paul Rud- 
nick's hit play that Ashley 
directed for the stage. Rud- 
nick himself will make his 
producing debut with the 
flick, which starts filming in 
New York in July. Casting be¬ 
gins next week. And who do 
you think will get the lead? 
Will it go to someone who’s 
actually gay? If Robin 
Williams gets the part, I’ll 
blow mammoth chunks from 
here to Idaho. ▼

habits are somewhat undisci¬ 
plined, or they’re experiment¬ 
ing. But now they have to ma¬ 
ture quickly if they’re going 
to leave something that will 
outlast the body, which I 
think is an incredibly noble 
ideal. 

In your introduction you 
talk about a “race to create” 
that influences creative peo¬ 
ple who are living with seri¬ 
ous illness. 

Obviously as artists we all 
have our particular visions 
and we want to communicate 
that and it can be difficult if 
you’re not flush with vitality 
or energy. Thought is a very 
physical dynamic. It’s an in¬ 
teresting dichotomy because 
on the one hand you’re burn¬ 
ing up your energy in order 
to create. On the other hand, 
you wouldn’t have that ener¬ 
gy to burn, or these resources 
to draw upon, unless you had 
a particular goal — and a very 
determined focus. 

Are writers with AIDS 
treated differently by pub¬ 
lishers? 

I know Bo Huston was 
trying to sell a book in Eu¬ 
rope and his agent was told, 
“we’re not going to take this 
book because he’s not going 
to have one after it so we’re 
not going to invest in that.” 
And White (Edmund) talks 
about people losing interest in 
people with AIDS. They’re 
not grist for the mill any¬ 
more. I have this point-coun¬ 
terpoint with Nan Goldin 
where she’s saying artists are 
interested in people with 


AIDS, and I say, “well, yes vi¬ 
sual artists are, as subjects, 
but not necessarily as people 
still capable of independently 
creating.” 

Edmund White says that it’s 
easier to give up on life 
when you ’ve made your 
mark. Do you think that’s 
true? 

I wouldn’t know. 

You aren’t going to let that 
happen? 

No way in hell. I have so 
much work I’ve been develop¬ 
ing for over a decade and 
now it’s coming to fruition. 
Of course I have a sense of 
weakening at times but I’m 
en garde against it. 

What unifies these disparate 
contributors? 

These are strong people. It 
takes enormous strength to 
work in the arts and I believe 
most of them are very moral 
people too. And tough. Actu¬ 
ally there is a lot of disunity 
in this book. Someone recent¬ 
ly wrote that we weren’t re¬ 
sponding with the appropri¬ 
ate emotion to death. I 
thought what the hell is the 
appropriate emotion sup¬ 
posed to be! 

What do you think of AIDS 
as it’s represented in pop 
culture? 

The concept that people 
can come back from serious 
illnesses has not been ex¬ 
pressed yet. I’ve known a 
number of people who have 
come back including myself 
(from Birkett’s lymphoma). 
It’s much more comfortable if

W ord on the street 
is that I’m out to 
get Veronica 
Klaus. It’s true I 
wrote a basically negative re¬ 
view of her last series of per¬ 
formances at the Cafe Du 
Nord. But the simple truth is 
that it was the first night of 
Veronica’s run, and she was 
perhaps ill-advised to invite 
critics — especially as she was 
working with a band that was 
brand new to her. And per¬ 
haps, as well, encouraged by 
her glamorous and profession¬ 
al publicity and posters, I ex¬ 
pected too much. 

The good news is that 
whether or not I’ve reported 
positively, I feel familial to¬ 
ward my subjects, and look in 
on their progress. So it was 
that at the beginning of 
Veronica’s second month of 
Wednesday nights at Club 
181, I found that she was 
nearly everything I had 
missed previously. 

Veronica was, as usual, 
beautiful to see, chicly 
dressed and coiffed. She was 
also focused on her music and 
her audience. Her between- 
song patter was succinct, per¬ 
sonal and unmarred by cliche. 
She enjoyed her songs, ex¬ 
pertly mining them for nu¬ 
ance, and directing the torchy 
and sassy lyrics of her R&B 
songbag directly to the visibly 
pleased audience. In short, it 
was a show, and both fans 
and first timers are assured of 
having a fun time with 
Veronica and her fabulously 
crackerjack band (a basic rock 
trio is augmented by sax,

trumpet and trombone; the 
group sounds like a miniature 
Ray Charles Orchestra — they 
sizzle). 

Veronica’s early show 
strikes a ballsy, slow-grind 
groove. Her later set is 
geared toward dancing. I cut 
my teeth on sets like this. Af¬ 
ter last week’s visit with 
Veronica, I’m growing in a 
whole new set. 

At the picaresque address 
of 181 Eddy, Club 181 serves 
good, not overly expensive 
dinners in a setting of tawdry 
elegance, where my only com¬ 
plaint is why showtimes are 
advertised as 8 and 10 p.m. 
when no one has any inten¬ 
tion of starting for nearly an¬ 
other hour.

we’re seen as victims and I 
despise that. It’s easier if 
AIDS is seen as a continuum 
in decline — you get sick and 
you die and you won’t infect 
anyone else. We aren’t seen in 
an heroic physical light, and I 
think to recover — the 
strength and wisdom it takes 
to recover — is something soci¬ 
ety will not grant us. 

Bo Huston wrote about 
AIDS posing unanswerable 
questions — what drugs to 
take, what to pursue, what 
doctors to trust? How do 
creative people deal with 
that much uncertainty? 

Bo said they’re unanswer¬ 
able because there is no par¬ 
ticular paradigm. But if you 
don’t answer those questions 
they’ll be answered for you 
through your behavior, i.e. 
unsafe sex, taking drugs like 
nucleoside analogs because 
someone prescribed them 
who doesn’t know shit about 
them. I think we have to con¬ 
sider — and answer — these 
questions. If you don’t look 
into a situation it may destroy 
you. I think the investigation 
strengthens one. 

You asked Edmund White 
to speculate on what would 
happen if AIDS were to 
vanish tomorrow and he 
talks about a sense of disap¬ 
pointment. That people liv¬ 
ing with AIDS have invest¬ 
ed so much in the struggle... 

The mobilization... 
Politically... 

Emotionally, creatively, 
artistically. This is the cross 
we have to bear, in some 
ways. This is a tree of very 
heavy dogwood. Sometimes, 


it’s amazing, I will go a day or 
two and not have a thought 
about AIDS and it’s quite won¬ 
derful. I think we do fill our 
lives with dilemma. 

People with AIDS? 

People in general. It’s hu¬ 
man nature to complicate. It’s 
unravelling this complication 


that is, in part, what it takes to 
survive. ▼

Remembering Our Roots 


Voices From the Underground: Insider Histories of the Vietnam Era Underground Press 
edited by Ken Wachsberger, forewords by William M. Kunstler and Abe Peck; Mica Press, $29.50

M any of us check 
the index of 
books which 
might contain 
some gay material. The index 
of this massive (608 pages) 
volume was disappointing — 
and misleading — for there’s 
much gay material here that 
the indexer missed and a lot 
more that concerns us as an 
analog to changes in the gay 
movement. 

Much of our gay and les¬ 
bian press began in the ex¬ 
citement of the wildly exper¬ 
imental underground press, 
sometimes as a direct off¬ 
shoot, often in rebellion 
against the failure of that un¬ 
derground press to cover our 
concerns adequately or right¬ 
ly; the “straight” press of the 
day barely mentioned us ex¬ 
cept in crime stories. 

The often ragtag under¬ 
ground press voiced rising ob¬ 
jections against the war in

Vietnam; chronicled a resur¬ 
gent civil rights movement, 
the apocalyptic counter cul¬ 
ture, a vast youth rebellion 
against establishment morals, 
politics, economics and styles; 
and supported anybody, any¬ 
thing, that was different, rev¬ 
olutionary, “freaky.” It provid¬ 
ed the matrix that helped 
bring our small, polite, ho- 
mophile movement into its 
funky, confrontational, gay 
liberation phase. 

This important, challeng¬ 
ing book is a lengthy, exciting 
collection of personal histo¬ 
ries of that diverse experi¬ 
ence, ranging from writers 
who publicly came out later, 
like Bob Hippier, who 
worked with Detroit’s Fifth 
Estate, to those who worked 
on radical gay and feminist 
papers: Marilyn Webb of off 
our backs, Charles Shively of 
Fag Rag, Ginny Berson of 
The Furies — or papers like 
the San Francisco Oracle, 
which burst with not yet la- 
beled-as-such gay spirit. 

A few of the selections in 
Voices From the Under¬ 
ground never mention gays, 
but nevertheless relate heavi¬ 
ly to some of our concerns. 
The accounts of the anti-war 
servicemen’s publications and 
the Black Muslim and Black 
Panther papers have a lot to 
teach us even today. 

Some accounts read like 
extended tables of contents of 
the publications’ several is¬ 
sues, with background details 
on community organizing, po¬ 
lice harassment, staff con¬ 
flicts, layout, printing and cir¬ 
culation problems. Others are 
engaging autobiographies set 
against the history of their pa¬ 
per and the movement it rep¬ 
resented 


Passionate, Poignant Detail 

Michael Kindman’s almost 
book-length piece, “My 
Odyssey Through the Under¬ 
ground Press,” traces his days 
with a series of underground 
papers, starting with his 1965 
founding of The Paper in 
East Lansing, Michigan, 
while still an undergraduate, 
to his work with Grapevine, a 
Palo Alto newspaper, years 
later. In between and after¬ 
wards, his first agonized efforts 
at coming out; his long, 
humiliating entrapment in Mel 
Lyman’s fascistic Avatar cult in 
Boston and elsewhere; his 
career as a home-remodeling 
contractor; and his finding 
liberation in the Men’s Move¬ 
ment and with the Radical 
Faeries are dealt with in pas¬ 
sionate and often poignant 
detail. (Kindman died of AIDs 
two months after this piece 
was completed, and the press 
that printed Voices was named 
after the faerie name he gave 
himself: Mica.) 

The final entry, “Stop the 
Presses: I Want to Get Off,” 
has only passing references to 
gays, but is one of the most 
intriguing and important of 
all. Joseph Grant grippingly 
describes his life as a U.S. 
sailor in Batista’s Cuba, his 
imprisonment in Leaven¬ 
worth after obsolete U.S. 
weaponry fell into revolution¬ 
ary hands, and his becoming 
a leading spokesman for pris¬ 
oners in the publication Pe¬ 
nal Digest International. 

In time, the former under¬ 
ground press, an uneasy al¬ 
liance between cultural revo¬ 
lutionaries, who looked for 
liberation in psychedelics and 
abandonment of gender roles, 
and New Left political revolu-

tionaries became the semi-re¬ 
spectable alternate press, and 
the gay movement reverted 
toward pushy but establish¬ 
ment-oriented respectability. 
Playwright/truck driver 
Patrick Halley gives an epi¬ 
taph on page 40: “If the ef¬ 
forts of the men and women 
of the underground press 
haven’t succeeded in over¬ 
throwing capitalism or dis¬ 
arming the militaries of the 
world, they may have at least 
spared Nicaragua and other 
small countries from invasion 
by Old Glory. We helped stall 
the nuclear industry. We 
helped the women’s move¬ 
ment get respect and swelled 
its ranks by covering feminist 
events in the early days when 
no one else would. The list of 


victories goes on, but the 
struggle for ideas is a contin¬ 
uous process ... .” 

The underground press 
had challenged the guiding 
journalistic fiction of objectiv¬ 
ity and helped free gay pa¬ 
pers artistically and grammat¬ 
ically from the straight style 
books. Most of our papers 
have unfortunately since gone 
back to the old ways. ▼ 


Author's note: Jim Kepner 
came out in San Francisco in 
1943, and has been an active 
gay journalist, activist, teach¬ 
er and archivist since 1953. 
He founded the International 
Gay and Lesbian Archives of 
which he is still the nominal 
curator.

Broadcasting It: An Encyclopaedia of Homosexuality on Film, 
1923-1993 by Keith Howes; Cassell; $27.95

K eith Howes’ Broad¬ 
casting It may not be 
the last word on the 
subject, but it’s cer¬ 
tainly the largest. The subtitle 
says it all — the 960-page tome 
has a tidbit relating to just 
about every English-language 
(and other) lesbian-gay-bisex- 
ual-themed mass comm prod¬ 
uct of this century. There are 
listings for TV and radio 
shows and films from the ob¬ 
scure to the famous, plus cap¬ 
sules about notable actors 
(from Laurence Olivier to 
Nancy Kulp); characters (Sis¬ 
ter George, Waldo Lydecker); 
and common names for les¬ 
bian and gay characters (Jo, 
Leslie, Miles/Myles). Separate 
entries for nuns, nurses, kilts, 
penis names, spinsters, and 
“The Teddy Bears’ Picnic” 
(this Howe fellow has the gay 
angle on everything!) detail 
works dealing with such peo¬ 
ple and themes. 

This obsessive compilation 
is full of compelling lore and 
analysis, even if the facts are 
sometimes fuzzy. The book 
identifies “Long Alone,” vo¬ 
cals by Frank Sinatra, for in¬ 
stance, as the “eerily evoca¬ 
tive song playing on the juke 
box in the Washington gay 
bar in Advise and Consent” 
and credits the lyrics with be¬ 


ing “the first ever written for 
a Hollywood film that con¬ 
sciously set out to express 
same-sex yearnings.”

Although Advise was set 
mostly in Washington, the 
bar’s locale was New York. 
And, just off the top of my 
head, the ditty the two wait¬ 
ers sing in Clara Bow’s talkie 
comeback, Call Her Savage 
(1932), was unmistakably 
about male-male desire. 

Nevertheless, Howe re¬ 
deems himself in this entry 
with a discussion of the song’s 
placement within the film 
and a most convincing hy¬ 
pothesis about why such a 
high-profile tune in this major 
release was never issued com-

mercially. 

But there are too many 
items for Broadcasting It t o 
be 100 percent accurate. 
Howe really needed an army 
of fact-checkers in addition to 
the three he credits. Enough 
listings on subjects with 
which I’m familiar have sus¬ 
pect data — in many cases 
Howe has recycled the mis¬ 
takes in the dozen-plus prima¬ 
ry sources he lists at the front 
— that one feels compelled to 
warn students who might use 
the book to check other refer¬ 
ences before handing in their 
term papers. 

For those not dependent 
on total precision, however, 
this is a handy, fascinating 
reference work. V

Anonymity 

by Susan Bergman; Farrar, $20.00 

I don’t know, but my guess is that had Susan Bergman’s fa¬ 
ther died of something other than AIDS, her book Anonymity 
would never have been published. The writing is quite awful, 
the subject matter (straight white woman finds out her daddy 
was a big fibber) of little importance. Bergman’s book is filled 
with anger and homophobia (“I was the daughter of a cocksuck- 
er”), and purports to tell the tale of her father’s secret gay life, 
and the devastating effects that the discovery of that life had on 
his wife and their children. 

But there is little in the book about Bergman’s father, only 
odd bits and strange clues that confirm, at least for Bergman, her 
father’s gayness. “Even now I must review the evidence — clues 
traced to a source: the imported candy in his drawer; his toupee 
and tanning gel and poppers; recurring hepatitis; the ‘room¬ 
mates’ he stayed with when he was released from the hospital; 
Grand Central Station, where I saw him waiting once outside the 
men’s room before he noticed me.” Maybe I missed the latest is¬ 
sue of gay signs quarterly, but I’m unclear on the hidden mean¬ 
ing of imported candy and toupees. And unless Bergman is leav¬ 
ing out a great deal of description, I can’t help wondering 
whether her father simply had to use the bathroom at Grand 
Central that day. 

For all the anger Bergman expresses, she offers no insight 
into her father’s life, or her reaction to it. There are trips down 
memory lane, as Bergman describes at length her audition for 
a musical, and her summer job as a life guard at an Atlantic City 
Hotel, but there is no analysis of these events in terms of her fa¬ 
ther’s secret. And since that secret is supposed to be the point 
of this memoir, the absence of analytical thought is particularly 
irritating. 

Bergman’s equating of gay sex and death is more than a little 
offensive: “He died one stranger at a time until he finally caught 
[AIDS] and could pass it along.” Her anger at her father trans¬ 
lates into a general detesting of things gay. The writing is dense 
and seriously lacking in any illumination, with enough pseudo- 
poetic language to fill a high school literary magazine. Consider 
this example: “The orange winter sun threaded the eye of the 
bridge and the blue veins of the East River.” 

I’m sorry that Bergman is so unhappy with her family, but 
personal therapy rarely results in a book worth reading. 
Bergman refers with disdain to gay men who “make lousy art 
out of their losses.” Anonymity belongs at the top of any list of 
lousy art. ▼

Cocteau Twins and GirlJesus 

Blissed Out

I f the informal poll I took 
among my friends is any 
indication, it seems that 
a good number of you 
have had sex while listening 
to the Cocteau Twins. 
This unassuming Scottish trio 
has been churning out their 
unique celestial sound for 
over 14 years, and several 
people I know, myself includ¬ 
ed, have used their records as 
soundtracks for heated 
evenings of dreamy passion. 
And though I’ve been listen¬ 
ing to them for years, nothing 
could have prepared me for 
their recent show at the 
Warfield. 

It’s one thing to hear 
Elizabeth Fraser's angelic 
voice on a CD player while 
making love in flickering can¬ 
dlelight, but to be in the same 
room with her while she 
sings is a whole other matter. 
It was better than ... well, let’s 
just say it was better than a 
lot of time spent in candlelit 
rooms. 


People often talk of the 
transcendent power of music. 
I can think of no better exam¬ 
ple of this than the Cocteau 
Twins live. Utterly transfixed 
by the writhing, pixie figure 
of Elizabeth Fraser, I had 
chills running up and down 
my spine. Sometimes it was 
hard to believe that the voice 
I was hearing was actually 
coming from a human being. 


Hearing her at the 
Warfield was fairly orgasmic. 
“Otherworldly” doesn’t even 
begin to describe it. What she 
did was take her sonorous 
singsong gibberish and ex¬ 
pand it beyond what one 
hears on record, improvising 
different vocal melodies and 
hitting notes in a way that 
didn’t seem quite human. 
With her tiny, birdlike frame 
and psycho eyes, she warbled 
and wailed, clutching the mi¬ 
crophone stand as if it were 
the only thing keeping her 
from floating up and away 
into the heavens. 

And let’s not forget the 
band’s two other members, 
guitarists Robin Guthrie 
and Simon Raymonde. 
Robin looked especially 
bright-eyed that evening, 
while the frock-wearing Si¬ 
mon stood humbly back, al¬ 
lowing the other two to take 
the spotlight. 

To produce the same tex¬ 
tured, shimmering sound they 
get in the studio, they 
brought along with them two 
additional guitarists, a drum¬ 
mer, and a percussionist, ef¬ 
fectively recreating the gor¬ 
geous trademark sound that 
is the Cocteau Twins. I now 
fully understand the praise I 
read of them in Melody Mak¬ 
er a few years back, when 
someone wrote, “When you 
die, and then open your eyes, 
if there isn’t music like this 
playing in the distance, you’re 
probably on your way to the 
wrong place.” 


A Musical 180 

After seeing the Cocteau 
Twins, I raced over to Nan¬ 
cy Kravitz's Female Trou¬ 
ble at Bottom of the Hill to 
experience a complete musi¬ 
cal 180. From the ethereal 
blissfulness of the Cocteaus, I 
hurled myself into the raw, 
heavy crunch of Girl Jesus, 
LA’s coolest girl band. 

What I want to know is, if 
Babes in Toyland can get 
signed, why can’t they? 
These four dykes really know 
how to rawk, if you know 
what I mean. They have the 
stage presence thing down, 
especially lead singer Gayle, 
who struts around the stage 
as if she owns it. Striking pos¬ 
es straight out of a Rock Star 
How-To guide, Gayle could 
verge on being cliched if she 
wasn’t so into it. 

That fiery intensity can 
rub off on an audience, espe¬ 
cially when coupled with the 
solid tightness of the other 
three band members. With 
dark, angry songs such as 
“Walking Wasteland” and “In- 
cestual,” Girl Jesus is like 
LA’s answer to Tribe 8, ex¬ 
cept that they’re not really 
like most LA bands. 

“You guys are great!” 
Gayle told the packed crowd. 
“LA sucks! Can I move to San 
Francisco?” The audience 
roared their approval of this 
idea. Girl Jesus said they’d be 
coming back early this sum¬ 
mer. I anxiously await their 
return. ▼

Pam Walton's Latest Searches for True Meaning of Family 

Realizing Family Values 


by Marv. Shaw 

F ilmmaker Pam Wal¬ 
ton, producer and di¬ 
rector of the videos 
Gay Youth and Out 
in Suburbia, is hard at work 
on a new project, Family Val¬ 
ues, which takes a big swipe 
at America’s homophobic re¬ 
ligious right wing. 

In a recent interview with 
Bay Area Reporter, Walton 
described this latest video as 
her most personal to date. 
Sixty minutes in length, the 
video will contrast the dys¬ 
functional conventional fami¬ 
ly she grew up in with her 
adopted family, Bay Area les¬ 
bians. The latter group com¬ 
prised the family audiences 
saw in Walton’s previous 
work Out in Suburbia, 
which Walton produced as 
part of a filmmaking course 
she took at Stanford Universi¬ 
ty. That project was followed 
by Gay Youth, a work in¬ 
spired largely by Walton’s 19 
years of teaching in Bay Area 
high schools. 

Walton says Family Val¬ 
ues was born out of her per¬ 
sonal need to reconcile long¬ 
standing issues she has about 
her conservative, Republican 
father, Rus Walton, who 
worked as a speech writer for 
Barry Goldwater’s ill-fated 
1964 campaign for the presi¬ 
dency. As a fundamentalist, 
he was intensely religious, a 
factor that eventually drove a 
wedge between him and his 
lesbian daughter. 

Reflecting on her child¬ 
hood with Russ Walton, Pam 
remembers a decent, but 
somewhat cold, man. After 


she left home and came out, 
Pam attempted many times 
over the years to communi¬ 
cate with him, but was re¬ 
buffed each time. When she 
sent him a copy of Bob Bern¬ 
stein’s New York Times ar-

tide about learning to love 
his lesbian daughter, he sent 
word through Walton’s broth¬ 
er that she was to send him 
no more “lesbian trash.” Fa¬ 
ther and daughter have not 
spoken for 15 years. 

Walton will soon film her 
brother’s testimony for the 
video, which will accompany 
those of Walton’s sister and 
aunt. “I want to get away 


from the ‘talking heads’ repe¬ 
tition,” Walton emphasized. 
To that end, she’s included se¬ 
quences involving “dream and 
memory,” as she puts it. “I 
will be getting in front of the 
camera, in addition to direct¬ 
ing,” she explained. 

Lots of therapy 

In order to deal with her 
father’s influence over her 
life, Walton has spent ten 
years in therapy, where she 
was told that her father was 
unreachable. The therapist 
recommended that Pam “put 
him in a box, decorate it with 
something beautiful, like rice 
paper with a colorful design, 
and overcome the influence.” 
Walton is contemplating film¬ 
ing this procedure. 

Intercut with Family Val¬ 
ues are scenes from Out in 
Suburbia, which reflect the 
real love and caring of her 
chosen lesbian family, a core 
of women composed of Ruth 
Carranza (her life partner), 
Joyce Fulton, Keenan Neese, 
Nan Golub and Marie Cecil- 
iani. The warmth and mutual 
unconditional support these 
women show for each other is 
contrasted in the film with 
the coldness of her childhood. 

In effect, Family Values is 
a strong response to the so- 
called Christian Coalition, an 
organization that sponsors the 
Plymouth Rock Foundation, 
which is bankrolled by Ocean 
Spray Cranberry Juice and 
employs Walton’s father, who 
is busy these days writing 
textbooks for Christian 
schools. One of those books is 
a history of the U.S. as seen 
from Jesus’ perspective. ▼

'Make Someone Happy'and 'Peggy-Ann 


Broadway

M usical theater en¬ 
thusiasts can take 
momentary heart 
in the small crest 
of popularity the musical is 
currently enjoying on San 
Francisco stages. The work of 
Broadway composer Jule 
Styne had a brief, but memo¬ 
rable, outing in Theatre on 
the Square’s production of 
Make Someone Happy, 
which closed last week, while 
the 1926 Richard Rodgers and 
Lorenz Hart show Peggy-Ann 
basks in the spotlight at New 
Conservatory Theatre. 

Imported from New 
York’s Rainbow Room, Make 
Someone Happy is the work 
of one of Broadway’s most re¬ 
liable composers, Jule Styne, 
whose music is among the 
most recognizable in the 
Broadway canon: “Every¬ 
thing’s Coming Up Roses,” 
from Gypsy, “Three Coins in 
the Fountain,’’ from the 
movie of the same name, and 
“People” from Funny Girl 
are just a few of his classic 
hits. After an entire evening 
of this pleasant music, howev¬ 
er, you didn’t feel you had a 
true sense of the man or the 
artist. You could hum the 
tunes, appreciate the lyrics 
(by heavyweights like 
Stephen Sondheim, Sammy 
Cahn, Betty Comden and 
Adolph Green), but you didn’t 
learn anything more about 
Styne. 

But why carp about con¬ 
ception when the music is so 
good? “Guess I’ll Hang My 
Tears Out to Dry,” proved as 
torchy as ever, and “It’s Mag¬ 
ic” weakened the knees. “Dia¬ 
monds Are a Girl’s Best 
Friend” always provides a 
chuckle and “Don’t Rain On 
My Parade” punched all the 
right chutzpah buttons with 
its unapologetic Broadway 
bravado. 

Ably performed by an ap¬ 
pealing cast of five, Make 
Someone Happy was a listen¬ 
ing delight. The accelerated 
pacing never allowed a song 
to linger, giving the proceed¬ 
ings a sort of theme park feel. 
The comic moments provided 
the heartiest fare. Tony 


Blitz 

Dibuono’s “If You Hadn’t But 
You Did” was the tongue¬ 
twisting highlight of the first 
act, and the Styne-Cahn med¬ 
ley, consisting of gems such 
as “I’ve Heard That Song Be¬ 
fore,” “It’s Been a Long, Long 
Time” and “Saturday Night Is 
the Loneliest Night of the 
Week,” were the energetic 
centerpieces of the second. 
The cast was affable and tal¬ 
ented, but one question kept 
nagging this reviewer: why 
were these performers 
brought from New York

when there are so many tal¬ 
ented, unemployed perform¬ 
ers in San Francisco? 

Peggy-Ann 

The Rodgers and Hart 
musical Peggy-Ann burst 
into existence just as Broad¬ 
way was beginning to find its 
artistic identity. Forgotten for 
nearly 70 years, the musical 
has been dusted off for a 
staged concert version that 
highlights the charming score 
and several exciting perfor¬ 
mances. 

Ostensibly a dream play, 
Peggy-Ann gets going when 
the title character falls asleep 
and dreams of her life in 
what we would nowadays call 
an alternative universe. It’s 
very Wizard of Oz-like and all 
the characters in Peggy’s life 
— her nebish fiance, her evil

Suddenly Anderson was 
appearing for two nights last 
week at Wheeler Auditorium 
on the UC Berkeley campus, 
in what was billed as 
evenings of readings from the 
just published retrospective of 
her performance art career to 
date, confusingly also titled 
Stories From the Nerve 
Bible. The book, a dense col¬ 
lection of photos, texts, 
schematic diagrams and other 
documentation of her extraor¬ 
dinary and prolific career, is a 
genuine treat for her legions 
of fans. See a young, long¬ 
haired Laurie playing violin 
on the streets of Genoa, 1975, 
wearing ice skates encased in 
a slowly melting block of ice! 
Marvel at the bravado of her 
earliest performance pieces, 
falling asleep in public places, 
NYC, 1972! A running com¬ 
mentary is chock-full of her 
trademark anecdotes of 
American life, mundane to 
the nth degree yet somehow 
mysterious, imbued with 
meaning. 

Perhaps we were naive to 
expect Anderson to give a 
straightforward reading. In¬ 
stead, she accompanied her¬ 
self reading passages from the 
book with a stripped-down 
but still magical assortment of 
her usual electronic box of 
tricks. Two microphones, 
voice filters, her custom-made 
computer-interface violin, and 
a sampler keyboard which 
yielded birdsong, jungle ca¬ 
cophony, metallic percussion 
and digital accents — all pro¬ 
vided a lush aural soundscape 
to her vignettes. She kept us 
spellbound for nearly two 


hours without pause. 

Anderson calls Stories 
From the Nerve Bible a self- 
portrait, and there did seem 
to be a new element of per¬ 
sonal revelation to her story¬ 
telling. She described the 
deathbed scene of her funda¬ 
mentalist grandmother, and 
lamented that when her fa¬ 
ther died, “It was like a whole 
library had burned down.” 
From her upcoming album 
Bright Red, co-produced 
with Brian Eno, she sang, 
“Oh Daddy Daddy, it was just 
like you said. Now that the 
living outnumber the dead.” 

Laurie possesses a rare 
combination of talents as a 
virtuoso of the musical, visual

and electronic arts, but I will 
always appreciate her literary 
bent, unusual for a popular 
artist. During her Berkeley 
appearance, she spoke of find¬ 
ing inspiration in the works 
of Bay Area naturalist writer 
Annie Dillard, and cited mas¬ 
ter novelist Don DeLillo, who 
noted that “terrorists are the 
only true avant-garde artists 
because they’re the only ones 
who are still capable of really 
surprising people.”

SF Symphony Performs Best of Both Worlds 


A Crossover 
and A Classic

I n a move that could be 
interpreted as either 
very canny or vaguely 
cynical, depending on 
your point of view, the San 
Francisco Symphony recently 
paired one of classical music’s 
great works for the 
umpteenth time with the or¬ 
chestra’s first performance of 
a new and curious phe¬ 
nomenon. 

Polish composer Henryk 
Gorecki certainly couldn’t 
have guessed at the immense 
popular acclaim that would 
greet his Symphony No. 3, 
Symphony of Sorrowful 
Songs, some 15 years after 
completion its completion in 
1976. Antonio Vivaldi must 
be rejoicing in heaven that 
the quartet of violin concertos 
collectively called The Four 
Seasons is, doubtless, the one 
classical selection in every 
music lovers’ library. 

Ecclectic influences 

David Zinman’s 1992 
recording of the Gorecki 
(with soprano Dawn Upshaw) 
amazingly made an interna¬ 
tional star of a composer pre¬ 
viously in the shadow of his 
own teachers, Witold Lu- 
toslawski and the fashionably 
mystical Arvo Part. Vivaldi’s 
magnum opus has more 
recordings available than 
most rock compilations. 
Gorecki’s music has been 


admired and favorably re¬ 
viewed for years, but his ear¬ 
ly reputation as an avant- 
garde composer changed with 
his return to tonalism in the 
1970s. Even the much more 
famous Penderecki ( Saint 
Luke Passion and Threnody 
for the Victims of Hiroshima) 
embraced this trend and the 
spiritual voice of Messiaen- 
another teacher — propelled 
Gorecki into his current and 
most satisfactory style. 

Why that style captures 
the imagination of so many 
listeners is as fascinating a 
question as Vivaldi’s remark¬ 
able durability. His baroque 
score boasts simple and mem¬ 
orable tunefulness, along with 
technical virtuosity. Gorecki’s 
detractors say the whole thing 
amounts to audience naivete. 
Music this simple, and yet so 
serious must be good. It is 
wonderfully ironic that the 
complaint is essentially true 
and the precise reason why 
the music is so good. 

Easy listening 

The haunting polyphony of 
Arvo Part’s choral music 
finds an enthusiastic follow¬ 
ing among the post-modern, 
minimalist camp and adher¬ 
ents to leaner, more meaning¬ 
ful pop music. John Tavener 
wowed ‘em at the famous 
London Proms and found a 
place in the British charts 
with his fervently religious 
(Continued on page 36) 


mance in the fall, Anderson 
made the most of the intimate 
format of An Evening of 
Readings. She indulged her 
audience with a question-and- 
answer period. Asked 
whether it was coincidence 
that she was at Berkeley the 
same night that renowned lin¬ 
guist Noam Chomsky ap¬ 
peared for sold-out lectures, 
Anderson playfully claimed 
that they were touring togeth¬ 
er, that she regularly opened 
for Chomsky. 

She told us of her long- 
range plans, with Peter 
Gabriel and Brian Eno, to 
open an art theme park, “Real 
World,” on land they have 
purchased outside of 
Barcelona. The project has 
compelled the roving artist to 
visit existing theme parks for 
research purposes, among 
them, Dollywood in Ten¬ 
nessee, where the manage¬ 
ment runs a giant bra up the 
flagpole when La Parton is in 
attendance. Anderson also de¬ 
scribed he recent video, Car¬ 
men, created for the Seville 
World’s Pair, a 15-minute ver¬ 
sion of the opera in which the 
title character doesn’t die in 
the end, but marries the 
wrong guy for a life in dreary 
suburbia. 

The next day Laurie was 
cheerfully signing books at 
the unfortunately named A 
Clean, Well-Lighted Place for 
Books. Again, superstar acces¬ 
sibility seemed to set the 
tone: Anderson chatted ami¬ 
ably with fans, pressed the 
flesh, inked up her thumb to 
leave prints next to her in¬ 
scription. 

Recalling Annie Lei¬ 
bovitz’s 1984 photograph of 
her having just swum a lap 
fully dressed in a city pool 


(what Anderson calls “portrait 
as a drowned rat”), I asked if 
she were still swimming reg¬ 
ularly. “When I can find the 
time,” she told me, my heart 
pounding. “Do you swim? Gr- 
rreat! See you in the pool!” 
Validation from my idol. I 
floated home. 

Laurie Anderson has done 
more to pry open the doors 
between so-called high art 
and popular entertainment 
than any American artist of 
the past 20 years. She was ar¬ 
guably the first performance 
artist to garner mainstream 
recognition for that amor¬ 
phous term, but what she cre¬ 
ates — from music, film, slide 
projection and storytelling — 


has always seemed to me 
closer to the classical defini¬ 
tion of opera as the summa¬ 
tion of art forms, than the un¬ 
derdeveloped monologues 
that now pass for perfor¬ 
mance art. We hard-core Lau¬ 
rie aficionados will content 
ourselves with this lively ret¬ 
rospective book, savoring the 
thumbprints, until Bright 
Red, promised for August, is 
released. ▼

and remarkably plain The 
Protecting Veil. What Gun¬ 
ther Schuller called ‘third 
stream’ music some years ago 
— an eclectic mix of the old, 
the experimental, with folk, 
liturgical and popular influ¬ 
ences — has refined itself, with 
the aid of minimalism, into a 
new kind of musical mystical 
experience. Only a very stub¬ 
born heart could resist. 

Whether Symphony plan¬ 
ners appreciate this trend for 
its artistic value or merely for 
vulgar economics is unimpor¬ 
tant. Big league concert 
schedules are also big busi¬ 
ness and if we heard a mar¬ 
velous piece because it is cur¬ 
rently ‘in’ or a guaranteed hit 


— so what? 

The ubiquitous Four Sea¬ 
sons is another story, but I 
still want to hear a live per¬ 
formance of Beethoven’s 
Fifth every now and then too. 
It is not terribly demanding 
music, but it can be satisfying 
with the right soloist and 
Shlomo Mintz essayed the vi¬ 
olin part with great elegance 
and concentration. 

All the uninitiated need 
bring to Gorecki’s Symphony 
No. 3 is an open mind and de¬ 
cent attention span. It is long, 
unvaried in mood and, ulti¬ 
mately, draining. 

Dawn Upshaw is very 
good on the best-selling disc, 
but I prefer the more idiomat¬ 
ic Slavonic inflection of Stefa- 
nia Woytowicz on the 
Koch/Schwann recording, al¬

sister, her best girlfriend — are 
all participants in her fantasy. 
Surprisingly, it’s still fresh 
and funny, though it does 
creak a little here and there. 
From the utterly charming 
score, “Come and Tell Me,” a 
duet for Peggy and Guy, is 
sweetly silly, while “Hello!” 
emerges as the most memo¬ 
rable (and most repeated) 
number.

Many Shades of Pink at SFIFF

T he 37th San Francis¬ 
co International Film 
Festival, the most cel¬ 
ebrated film festival 
of its kind stateside, gets un¬ 
derway April 28 and runs 
through May 12 at the Kabu- 
ki and Castro Theatres, Pacif¬ 
ic Film Archive, Masonic 
Center, Landmark’s Palo Alto 
Square and elsewhere (to be 
announced). 

In order to mitigate what 
co-curator Laura Thulin at 
last week’s press conference 
called “film festival same¬ 
ness,” this year’s program¬ 
mers have made a special ef¬ 
fort to seek out the new and 
unusual. “We’ve decided to 
show many films that are not 
in distribution,” she said, “so 
that eight million people 
won’t tell you about the films 
before you see them.” And, 
she added, “We want to be 
more global, and all encom¬ 
passing.” 

To this end, festival cura¬ 
tors have assembled a total of 
209 films from all over the 
world, some of them coming 
even from such unlikely polit¬ 
ical locales as mainland Chi¬ 
na, Croatia, Hungary, Cuba, 
the Dominican Republic, Rus¬ 
sia, Iran, Tanzania and Kaza¬ 


khstan. Among the film digni¬ 
taries expected to converge 
on the City during the course 
of the festival are Pedro 
Almodovar, Chantal Aker- 
man, Gregg Araki, Alain 
Resnais, John Alton, Gerard 
Depardieu, Bibi Anderson, 
Jonathan Demme, and many 
more. In other events, San 
Francisco film and videomak¬ 
er Lynn Hershman, and her 
provocative body of work, 
will be the subject of a tribute 


and retrospective, and 87- 
year-old Portugese filmmaker 
Manoel De Oliveira will re¬ 
ceive the Akira Kurosawa 
Lifetime Achievement 
Award. The closing night 
(May 12, Kabuki), will feature 
filmmaker Spike Lee and the 
world premiere of his latest 
film, Crooklyn, about life in 
a Brooklyn family in the 
1970s. 

What's in it for us? 

The most significant indi¬ 
cation of the festival’s at¬ 
tempts at worldliness is the 
inclusion in its programming 
of a significant number of 
films by and about gays and 
lesbians, including the long 
awaited Even Cowgirls Get 
The Blues, which screens 
opening night (April 28) at the 
Kabuki. Everybody’s favorite 
queer filmmaker, Pedro 
Almodovar, will be on hand 
with his tenth feature-length 
film, Kika. A big hit this year 
in Spain, Kika is the usual 


Almodovar confection, a sex- 
obsessed “pastiche” involving 
a make-up artist (Veronica 
Forque), a writer (Peter Coy¬ 
ote), a “bedraggled maid and 
her criminal brother,” and a 
plot that a program note por¬ 
tentously states, resonates 
themes of “jealousy and re¬ 
venge.” Sounds delicious. 

Works by gay and lesbian' 
filmmakers in this year’s fes¬ 
tival will come from around 
the world and reflect, ostensi¬ 
bly, international queer cul¬ 
ture. Dream Girls, from Eng¬ 
land, is a gender-blurring doc¬ 
umentary about Japan’s 
Takaruzuka Music School, 
where men and women are 
taught to play their sexual op¬ 
posites; from Australia 
comes Priscilla, Queen of the 
Desert, Stephan Elliott’s 
drag vehicle about the dan¬ 
gers and pleasures of lip- 
synching in the outback; The 
Olympic Summer, a film 
from Germany by Gordian 
Maugg, is a story of “unex- 
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pected first love” set in 
Hitler’s Germany around the 
time of the 1936 Berlin 
Olympics; and White Christ¬ 
mas, though made by an 
American filmmaker, Michael 
Magnaye, explores themes of 
American colonialism, racism 
and homophobia in the 
Phillipines. 

Queer America is repre¬ 
sented with One Foot on a 
Banana Peel, the Other Foot 
in the Grave, a ribald ac¬ 
count of life in a Greenwhich 
Village AIDS clinic; Fresh 
Kill, directed by Shu Lea 
Cheang, which stars Sarita 
Choudhury ( Mississippi 
Masala) and Erin McMurtry 
as two lesbian parents trying 
to survive in fin de siecle 
Manhattan; and the San Fran¬ 
cisco premiere of Gregg Ara- 
ki’s new film, Totally Fucked 
Up, which is being screened 
(5/7, 5/9 at the Kabuki) in asso¬ 
ciation with the San Francis¬ 
co International Lesbian and 
Gay Film Festival. 

Opening night bash 

The festival’s ever popular 
opening night celebration 
(April 28), in addition to offer¬ 
ing Gus Van Sant’s fugitive 
film Even Cowgirls Get the 
Blues, and the usual array of 
food, celebrities and non-stop 
booze, will also feature the 
latest film from French film 
legend Alain Resnais ( Last 
Year at Marienbad, Muriel, 
Hiroshima Mon Amour), 
Smoking, which swept last 
year’s Cesars in France. 

Tickets for Opening Night 
are $25 for general audiences 
and $22 for San Francisco 
Film Society members, se¬ 
niors, students and the dis¬ 
abled.

intense than Upshaw’s David 
Zinman. 

Symphony regulars got the 
best of both worlds with Zin¬ 
man on the podium and Pol¬ 
ish soprano Joanna Koslows- 
ka at his side. Their triumph 
almost eclipsed the return of 
Argentinian pianist Bruno 
Leonardo Gelber, who played 
the Brahms’s Piano Concerto 
No. 1. 

Gelber’s rather flamboyant 
appearance, gracious presence 
and technical mastery com¬ 
pensated for a bland interpre¬ 
tation, unhelped by Zinman’s 
obvious concentration on the 
modern aspects of the score.

much less garner a movie or 
book deal. 

Ever the contrary one, Wa¬ 
ters has reversed gears with 
Serial Mom, a light comedy 
about mass murder. The film 
has so little bite or bile that it 
takes a while to realize just 
how recklessly our hero is yet 
again bucking a media trend. 

The movie stars Kathleen 
Turner as the title character, 
a.k.a. Beverly Sutphin, a 
housewife out of ’50s TV with 
one teensy, weensy flaw: 
Cross her and you’re dead. 
Neighbors, her son’s teacher, 
even a juror who befriends 
her (but has the audacity to 
wear white shoes after Labor 
Day) pay the inevitable price. 
Serial Mom takes offense as 
lightly as that fellow in Dos¬ 
toyevsky’s Notes From Un¬ 
derground, but her response 
time is much, much quicker. 
"Normal and Nice" 

The idyllic calm of the 
Sutphins’ suburban existence 
is broken early on, when a 
couple of cops arrive just af¬ 
terbreakfast, asking questions 
about an obscene letter sent 
to the fragile Dottie Hinkle 
(Mink Stole in one of her 
finest performances). The 
cops leave thinking Turner 
“about as normal and nice a 
lady as we’re ever going to 
find.” 

Cut to Dottie clutching the 
telephone as she crumbles un¬ 
der a nasty string of exple¬ 
tives delivered by you know 
who. 

You also know that you 
know who is going to go from 
bad to worse, and how she’s 
going to do it, but Serial 
Mom is such a lark that none 
of this — or the fact that the 
movie offers no commentary 
on anything it spoofs in real 
life or the media — matters 
one bit. 

It’s silly fun, more enter¬ 
taining than Cry Baby, less 
socially aware than Hair- 
spray, and so amiable that a 
tearoom queen at the neigh¬ 
borhood flea market comes 
off as more the town eccen¬ 
tric than a despicable pervert. 
The little guy, who witnesses 
one of Turner’s many slay¬ 
ings, is the only bit of sedition 
in the entire piece. 

All Revved Up 

What’s really a kick about 
Serial Mom is watching high- 
powered thespians Kathleen 
Turner and Sam Waterston 
attempt to accommodate their 
talents to Waters’ deadpan re¬ 
quirements. Waterston’s act¬ 
ing engine is all revved up 
with nowhere to go — he’s a 
camp ’50s dad and that’s that 
— which ends up making him 
a perfectly ill-at-ease Mr. Seri¬ 
al Mom. 

It’s one thing to see Divine 
or Susan Tyrrell camp their 
way through a one-dimension¬ 
al role, but Turner — why 
she’s done Maggie the Cat on 
Broadway, for Christ’s sake. 
There are a couple of scenes 
where she’s thinking too 
much — probably about 
whether she’s got another 
V.I. Warshawski on her 
hands. But when she gets that 
murderous glint in her eye, 
she’s magic. By the time her 
bloodletting turns her into a 
media sensation she’s got her 
audience, onscreen and off, to¬ 
tally on her side. 

★ ★ ★ 

Aileen Wuornos, the 
famed Florida “lesbian serial 


killer” of recent memory, nev¬ 
er had many people on her 
side, but a hell of a lot of 
folks did try to capitalize on 
her notoriety. British director 
Nick Broomfield’s Aileen 
Wuornos: The Selling of a 
Serial Killer chronicles the 
grab for dough that surround¬ 
ed her arrest and trials. 

Wuornos has some of the 
flavor of The Thin Blue Line 
and Roger and Me, though 
Broomfield’s film differs in 
that it isn’t the crusade Blue 
Line was (neither is it as 
stylistically overwrought) and, 
unlike Roger, after much 
travail the filmmaker finally 
does get an audience with his 
subject. 

At the center of the chi¬ 
canery are Arlene Pralle and 
Steven P. Glazer. The born- 
again Pralle (she must have 
been a real piece of work be¬ 
fore she found God) legally 
adopted Wuornos during the 
killer’s first trial, the better to 
ensure access to her. Glazer, 
known on his tacky TV ads 
as “Dr. Legal,’’ became 
Aileen’s lawyer—and prompt¬ 
ly convinced her to plead no 
contest despite her contention 
that she murdered in self de¬ 
fense. 

The Fix Is On 

Wuornos suspects her 
lawyer’s motive was to hasten 
his ability to broker a media 
deal. Her friends Pralle and 
Glazer even tried to coax her 
into committing suicide and 
proposed ways to accomplish 
it, she tells the filmmaker. 

The cops were in on the 
fix, too, conspiring with 
Wuornos’ accomplice-lover 
Tyrea Moore to hang the 
whole affair on Aileen. Un¬ 
like the pleasant officers in 
Serial Mom, the police in the 
Wuornos case tamper with 
evidence and way too early in 
the game arrange a plea bar¬ 
gain for Moore in exchange 
for a piece of the movie ac¬ 
tion. 

All the world’s a stage to 
Glazer, whose previous claim 
to fame was opening for Leon 
Redbone. As the “agent” for 
Pralle, Wuornos and himself, 
Glazer tells the director that 
paying them off for inter¬ 
views will be worth the ex¬ 
pense because “all the charac¬ 
ters in the play are so very in¬ 
teresting.” For good measure 
Glazer throws in the tidbit — 
who knows if it’s true — that 
he was abused as a child. 

Serial Mom revels in me¬ 
dia consumers’ lust for scan¬ 
dal and spectacle; Wuornos 
shows just how sleazy the 
whole process can be. The 
most chilling moments in 
Broomfield’s film come from 
court TV footage of Wuornos’ 
claims about what the victims 
did to prompt her homicides. 
Although it’s clear she could 
be prevaricating along with 
everyone else, the sequence is 
nonetheless a reminder that 
while the tabloid readers or 
TV viewers may delight in 
the tawdry details of criminal 
behavior, their entertainment 
always evolves out of real 
people’s tragedies. 

A Bit of a Scam 

As fascinating as it is, 
Wuornos is a bit of a scam it¬ 
self. Pralle and Glazer are 
clay pigeons waiting to be 
picked off. The documentary 
purports to be concerned 
about Wuornos’ plight, but its 
maker is only slightly less 
mercenary, mostly because 
he’s got less cash, than the 
book authors and Hollywood 
types he chastises. The cops 
won’t talk to Broomfield, but 
he seems content merely to 
record this occurrence rather 


than do much digging on his 
own. 

CBS’ entertainment divi¬ 
sion and Republic Pictures, 
the front runners for the 
American media deal, are 
lurking in the background as 
possible villains, but Broom¬ 
field doesn’t bother to track 
down any of the principals, if 
only for a denial. Nor does he 
examine or speculate on the 
root of the money grubbing: 
our unquenchable thirst for 
side shows like this. 

It is worth noting that the 
few lesbian images in televi¬ 
sion and film while the 


Wuornos bidding war was 
taking place (four companies 
had substantial offers on the 
table, a source told me in 
1991) were generated mostly 
by sensationalistic talk shows. 
Lesbian characters of any sort 
were practically nonexistent 
on prime-time TV. On the big 
screen, wholesome lesbians in 
films like L.A. Story, Fried 
Green Tomatoes and Wel¬ 
come Home, Roxy 
Carmichael were being left 
on the cutting room floor, 
though Basic Instinct, with its 
array of les/bi femmes (truly) 
fatale, was well into produc¬ 


tion. 

Considering the last pic¬ 
ture’s massive box office num¬ 
bers, it’s no wonder that both 
Waters and Broomfield took 
the public’s fixation with indis¬ 
criminate carnage as a given 
and left it at that. ▼

ith each Gay 
Games, the num¬ 
ber of partici¬ 
pants has steadily 
increased, a trend that shows 
no sign of waning as this 
June’s Gay Games IV rapidly 
approaches. The close of ex¬ 
tended registration is tomor¬ 
row, April 15th, and New 
York organizers are confident 
that their goal of 100,000 par¬ 
ticipants will be achieved. 

Some sports have already 
reached registration satura¬ 
tion, a first for the Gay 
Games. Tennis was closed 
first and volleyball, swim¬ 
ming and table tennis are 
amongst the other sports 
close to being filled. 

In track & field, 1200 ath¬ 
letes from 21 countries had 
registered by February, and 
organizers expected 300 to 
400 more before this Friday’s 
deadline. While nearly 70 per¬ 
cent of those entrants are par¬ 
ticipating in the five and 10- 
kilometer races, events on the 
track will be equally crowd¬ 
ed, making it necessary for 
each age group to run trials 
(and probably semi-finals) in 
each event so as to get to the 
final 8 competitors for the 
gold medal. 

An example of the regis¬ 
tration patterns so far: in the 
100 meters, there are 25 regis¬ 
trants in the 18-29 age group, 
30 in the 30-34 age group, 15 
for 35-39, 18 in 40-44, and 9 in 


the 45-49 age group. 

“It looks pretty consistent 
in the running events that the 
most registrants are in the 30-

34 age group, followed very 
closely by the 18-29 bracket,” 
said San Francisco Track & 
Field co-coach Frank Demby. 
“I was surprised by the fact 
that so many had registered 
in the 40-44 year age group, 
with close to, or more than, 
the number of participants in 
the 35-39 group.” 

While the number of regis¬ 
trants means tracksters will 
have to run multiple races to 
make it to the finals, Demby 
says the San Francisco team 
is prepared to go the distance. 

“We didn’t just start train¬ 
ing this month,” he said. 
“We’ve been out here for 
quite awhile getting ready for 
this eventuality. I think our 
runners will not only make it 
through the trials, but we’ll 
do well in the finals too.” 

In order to test their pre¬ 
paredness, a group of SF 
Track and Field runners will 



be in Los Angeles next week¬ 
end for the Bob Watanabe 
Memorial Meet at UCLA. 
And a majority of the Club’s 
runners will also participate 
at the Ken Carnine Meet in 
Sacramento on May 7th. 

“We’re utilizing every op¬ 
portunity we can to get ready 
for the Gay Games,” noted 
Demby. “The meets we com¬ 
pete in prior to the Games 
will give us a better idea of 
what we need to work on so 
we can fine-tune our perfor¬ 
mances for the Games.” 

The San Francisco Gay 
Games track team is also try¬ 
ing to be fiscally ready for 
New York and will hold a 
fundraiser at Club Bahia on 
Sunday, May 1st, at 5 p.m. 
The combination fashion and 
dance event will be hosted by 
In-Jean-Ious and feature DJ 
Clay. Tickets are available in 
advance at In-Jean-Ious or 
from SF Track & Field Club 
members at $7 each, or two 
for $12. Tickets will also be 
available at the door for $10. 
Track team members will be 
modeling and performing at 
the event.

Global Bowlers

F or those who’ve al¬ 
ways wondered about 
the validity of bowling 
as a sport, you can 
stop wondering. According to 
a recent U.S. Department of 
Commerce survey, bowling is 
the nation’s largest indoor 
participation sport. 

And, for those who still 
picture the average bowler as 
the beer-drinking A1 Bundy 
type, someone from the Mid¬ 
west who wears polyester 
bowling shirts, try again: 
nearly 60 percent of the na¬ 
tion’s bowlers are 18-to-49 
years ofage with an above-av¬ 
erage house-hold income — 
some 30 percent ofthese peo¬ 
ple make over $50,000 annual- 

ly- 

And, for those same peo¬ 
ple who may be wondering if 
the gay and lesbian communi¬ 
ty can find any appeal in the 
sport of bowling, imagine 
this: The International Gay 
Bowling Organization (IGBO) 
is now the largest organized 
gay sports organization in the 
world with over 17,000 mem¬ 
bers from more than 100 
cities around the world. Each 
year, cities throughout the 
U.S., Canada and Europe 
play host to some 40 IGBO af¬ 
filiated bowling tournaments, 
bringing thousands of gay 
and lesbian bowlers together 
for fun and competition. 

Founded in 1981, the Inter¬ 
national Gay Bowling Organi¬ 


zation began when gay and 
lesbian bowlers from Los An¬ 
geles., New York, Milwaukee, 
Toronto, Houston and San 
Diego met to discuss setting 
up a network to help promote 
gay and lesbian bowling 
throughout North America. 
Over the past 13 years IGBO 
has grown into a powerful 
and organized sporting orga¬ 
nization. 

A testament to their lobby¬ 
ing power can be seen in the 
corporation’s request to host 
IGBo-affiliated tournaments. 
Companies like Coors Beer — 
which is making efforts to 
court the gay dollar again af¬ 
ter a long boycott crippled 
them from a public relations 
and financial standpoint — 
gave over $3,000 to the IGBO 
affiliated Portland, Oregon 
bowling committee. This past 
year Bud Light sponsored 
San Franciso’s IGBO affiliat¬ 
ed Golden Gate Classic Bowl¬ 
ing Tournament with a $5,000 
donation and a promise to 
give even more to the group 
in 1995. 

While most of these tour¬ 
nament competitions can’t 
match payouts of the amateur 
or semi-professional levels, it 
would surprise most people 
to see some of the dollar 
prizes that gay and lesbian 
bowlers do bring home. Tour¬ 
naments offer anywhere from 
$3,000 to $20,000 in guaran¬ 
teed prizes to the teams, indi¬ 
viduals and double competi-

Book Brief 


Dingy Games, Uncertain Scores 
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Dangerous Games by Robert L. Bentley; Birch Lane Press; $19.95

I f there’s a Pulitzer Prize 
for transferring the TV 
tabloid style of Hard 
Copy to print and lard¬ 
ing it with minutiae of debat¬ 
able value, Robert L. Bentley 
would win it hands down. His 
story of two pathetic ego¬ 
centrics, one a giggly and in¬ 
credibly effeminate drag 
queen, and the other an ab¬ 
normal, icy whore, is a saga 
of sordid pathos and dubious 
justice. 

In 1961, Leslie Douglas 
Ashley and Carolyn Lima 
shot a sometimes Houston re¬ 
altor named Tones after a 
three-way sex episode went 
very sour. The duo then tried 
to burn the corpse in a ditch 
and took off in the victim’s 
Cadillac for New Orleans, and 
then New York, where they 
worked in prostitution until 
they were caught by the po¬ 
lice and brought back to 
Texas to stand trial. 

The publisher’s special 
pitch is that Ashley, while on 


Death Row, secured his re¬ 
lease by undergoing a sex 
change operation. The trans¬ 
gender bit happened, but the 
actual circumstances were not 
that melodramatic. Both 
murderers served minimal 
sentences and are now free 
citizens of Houston. 

The maneuvers that even¬ 
tually got the death penalty 
commuted, and the jail time 
radically reduced, comprise 
the bulk of the book. Per¬ 
haps because the events, the 
trial (if not the evidence) and 
the personalities in this case 
are so bizarre, Bentley seems 
to have had a great time 
meticulously accumulating 
the endless details of this sto¬ 
ry. While the effect is one of 
complete reportage, all the 
detail, nevertheless, seems ex¬ 
cessive. 

But Bentley might have 
been impelled to explore all 
the facts in this story for very 
different, if not prurient, rea¬ 
sons. For instance, the crimi¬ 
nal pair itself, which is noth¬ 
ing if not prurient. This high¬ 


ly unusual mating of a dizzy, 
but often shrewd, drag queen 
and a shallow, whorish 
teenager (who was supposed¬ 
ly in training to be a beauti¬ 
cian) is as lurid as it is fasci¬ 
nating. Their shared love for 
dime store gewgaws and 
soda-fountain social life, hard¬ 
ly ripe ground for a meaning¬ 
ful bond, seemed to forecast 
their eventual doom. 

Bentley, a screen writer 
and journalist, stays close to 
objectivity throughout the sto¬ 
ry, reasoning, properly, that 
recording the events them¬ 
selves is sufficient drama for 
one book, and that adding 
commentary would only 
weigh it down unnecessarily. 

Hence, conclusions are left 
up to the reader. On that, 
bias could certainly produce 
prejudiced judgements. Bias 
and prejudice aside, justice 
might have to depend on sim¬ 
ple facts, extenuating circum¬ 
stances notwithstanding: to¬ 
gether, two people killed a 
third. ▼
